Creeds without Wrath 


In your fascinating February edi- 
torial you mention that to encourage 
those fearing a watered-down creedal 
basis for church union, Dr. Blake pro- 
poses the Apostles’ and Nicene Creeds 
for the new church. 

In three ways these creeds may 
prove inadequate.for safeguarding the 
genius of historic Christianity. One, 
neither mentions Christ’s substitution- 
ary atonement. Two, neither mentions 
justification by faith. Three, in the 
original form, neither mentions hell. 
In light of the current tendency to 
disregard scriptural warnings concern- 
ing God’s wrath and eternal hell, these 
two creeds seem a shaky foundation 
for a truly evangelical church. Further 
cause for hesitation is given by the 
Roman Catholic Church, which sees 
no conflict between these two creeds 
and its view of mass, confession and 
penance. 

Dr. Blake’s hope that the Heidelberg 
Catechism might also be included is 
encouraging, but its relegation to sec- 
ondary importance suggests that its 
clear statement of the doctrine of the 
eternal wrath of God is likewise of 
secondary importance. One will be 
hard put to defend this view from 
Scripture. 

Unless the proposed church plainly 
states its belief in God’s wrath, and 
eternal hell, and in the universal con- 
demnation of all men apart from be- 
lief in Christ, one questions whether 
it can be called evangelical in any 
biblical sense.

Federal Aid to Parochial Schools 


The Roman Catholic Church has 
taken a strong stand against President 
Kennedy’s bill on public education, 
which excludes support to parochial 
schools. 

The hierarchy has declared that it 
will attempt to block the passage of 
the bill by every means at its disposal. 
Its attitude is “all or nothing.” This 
spirit was expressed by Archbishop 
Carl J. Alter of Cincinnati: “In the 
event that a federal aid program is 
enacted which excludes children in 
private schools, these children will be 
the victims of discriminatory legis- 
lation. There will be no alternative 
but to oppose such discrimination.” 
The flood of mail which has been 
flowing into Capitol Hill these days 
proves beyond doubt that the Arch- 
bishop’s threat is not an idle boast. 
The letters and cards contain cries of 
“discrimination” and charges “tax- 
ation without participation.” The 
spirit of the mail reflects the pro- 
nouncements of the hierarchy. 

The utterances of Cardinal Spell- 
man set the pace for the Catholic 
arguments demanding federal aid to 
parochial schools. Not once does the 
Cardinal argue that those for whom 
he pleads are Americans. He always 
pleads that they are Catholics being 
discriminated against. He ignores the 
fact that the public school system is 
for Americans—whether they be Jews, 
Protestants or Catholics. 

Cardinal Spellman has given his 
views on a number of occasions. In a 
statement reported in the Congress- 
ional Record he said, “To me it is 
almost unthinkable that Congress 
would deny a child funds to study 
mathematics, science and language 
simply because his parents supply ad- 
ditional funds for the study of relig- 
ion. This would be penalizing both the 
child and his parents because of their 
religious beliefs.” 

Concerning Kennedy’s proposal he 
says, “For many millions of American 
parents, this means that they will. be 
taxed more than ever before for the 
education of their children but they 
cannot expect any return from their 
taxes, unless they are willing to trans- 
fer their children to a public grade 
or high school.” 

The Cardinal is totally out of order 
in making this an issue. It was the 
decision of the Roman Catholic Church 
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not to participate in the public school 
system. If the government had decreed 
that Catholics could not participate 
in the public school system, then the 
arguments of the Cardinal would be 
valid. But since his church voluntarily 
decided on a parochial school system, 
that system should be considered a 
purely Catholic affair and not an 
American one. Catholic enterprises 
should be supported by Catholic mon- 
ies just as we expect Protestant or 
Jewish enterprises to be supported by 
those groups. 

The present bill will not deprive 
any American Catholic of an Ameri- 
can education in an American public 
school. To be sure, if the prelate re- 
gards these children as Catholics 
above and beyond the fact that they 


are Americans, then he should come 
out and argue for what he really 
stands, that Catholic children are to 
be recognized as Catholics and not 
as Americans. 

We are strongly opposed to the use 
of federal funds for parochial schools 
because if such a bill is passed, it will 
not be long before the public school 
system is destroyed. Each sectarian 
group will want its school system, and 
our pluralistic society would be shat- 
tered by barriers which our public 
educational system has been able to 
keep down. Every thinking person 
should give careful consideration to 
the hierarchy’s demand upon the ad- 
ministration’s bill on education. For 
if it is amended to satisfy Catholic 
demands, we believe a very dangerous 
precedent will be set which would 
make no end of strife and trouble 
between the religious groups of this 
nation.

What God Requires, He Provides 


God never asks anything that He 
has not already provided. It is a great 
thing when we learn this underlying 
principle of God’s dealings with His 
creatures. Do we have anything of 
our own to give God when He asks 
something of us? If we think we do, 
we are beside the mark and are in 
spiritual poverty. God’s requirements 
are sO many, so varied and so great, 
that a man who tries to meet them all 
will be living his life in a blast of 
hurry and care. 

The unsaved man will look to the 
Creator, wondering what he must do, 
do, do—seeking to provide a deposit 
balance to his credit that may satisfy 
some of the demands of God. The 
result of such hopeless attempts is 
that “the wicked are like the troubled 
sea when it cannot rest, whose waters 
cast up mire and dirt; there is no 
peace, saith my God, to the wicked.” 
But when the unsaved man realizes 
that God must require perfection— 
absolute holiness like His very own 
—and that therefore He must provide

it; when he looks to the Cross and 
sees the revelation of God’s righteous- 
ness that may be had as a gift to meet 
God’s requirements, then he will know 
peace with God for the first time. His 
own struggle to furnish the unattain- 
able will cease, and he will recline 
in the joy and rest of full confidence 
and trust. He will know that God has 
provided for him that which He had 
to demand of him. That is justifica- 
tion! 

Then the child of God, day by day, 
will also realize that the strength for 
the daily life is provided in Christ. 
The Christian life is one of countless 
requirements, but every one of them 
is met in Christ. The Father asks that 
we let our light shine. We look at the 
burned-out wick of our lives and cry 
with Paul, “I know that in me, that 
is in my flesh, dwelleth no good thing.” 
I have no light. Then the Father 
points to the fact that before He ever 
said to us, “Let shine,” He had al- 
ready said, “Ye are the light of the 
world,” and that He had already 
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Some Things Don’t 
Need to be Discussed 


Today everything must be discussed. 
Sunday school teachers allot more 
time to discussion. Catechism classes 
become discussion sessions. Some 
churches are even providing a period 
after the morning service in which the 
parishioners can discuss and criticize 
the minister’s sermon. 

Recently, however, the rector of a 
flourishing Episcopalian parish in a 
suburban area, peopled by upper-mid- 
dle class residents, pointed out that he 
had discovered that the young people 
of his church “are fed up with ‘dis- 
cussion.’ They discuss everything like 
mad in their schools. They get so fed 
up with ‘discussion’ that they eat up 
Church doctrine. They are delighted 
to be told what the Church teaches. 
They are thrilled merely to know there 
is revealed Truth.” 

Frankly, this may be true with 
adults as well. Our contemporary fad 
of discussion has its advantages; un- 
doubtedly it imbeds truth more deeply. 
But, in many ways, it may defeat the 
primary intent of Christianity. It sug- 
gests, for instance, that doctrinal mat- 





placed within us a light that can never 
go out. 

He requires in us the reflection of 
Christ, and He polishes our lives that 
we may give back that reflection. He 
wants increase through us, but it is 
He who sows the seed in a field that 
He plows, harrows, and waters, that 
the field may indeed bring forth fruit. 
He wants our lives to be fruitful with 
the graces of the Spirit, and so He 
adorns the life with the Spirit’s gra- 
cious fruit, and “love, joy, peace, long- 
suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 
meekness, and self-control” appear 
within us. 

So tell me more and more what I 
need. Show me more and more what 
God requires of me. Point again and 
again to the Lord, that He is a hard 
Master, reaping where He has not 
sown, requiring a high rate of inter- 
est. Reiterate my responsibilities, con- 
trasting them with my infirmities. 
Each time I will point you to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. As each need or 
each lack is demonstrated, Christ is 
therein magnified, for He is the ful- 
fillment of each need. “I will glory 
in my infirmities that the power of 
Christ may rest upon me.” I will rev- 
el in my nothingness that Christ 
may be all in all. For God has never 
asked anything of anybody that He 
has not already provided. The full and 
free provision is in Christ.

would be required to accept this body 
of truth. If he were to approach some 
Protestant ministers, he would be in- 
vited to discuss the theories of 
Christianity with at least the implica- 
tion that it would be possible to “come 
to terms,” in some sort of compromise. 

In a day of so much pupil-centered 
education and man-centered Chris- 
tianity, there is a crying need for a 
voice of authority. The Protestant 
does not look to the Church as this 
authoritative voice, except as the 
Church becomes the echo of the Bible. 
Let there be discussion in matters 
about which there may legitimately be 
difference of opinion. But let us be 
ultimately subject to the Word of God, 
bringing every thought captive to the 
obedience of Christ. 


The Year We

In my senior year at Princeton Seminary, 
1928-29, we made application to the board 
of foreign missions of the Presbyterian Church 
for appointment to Korea, but because of the 
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country’s economic condition, the board was 
unable to appoint us. 

When 4 saw an announcement of Dr. Barn- 
house’s scheduled visit to Princeton on the 
seminary bulletin board, it occurred to me 
that with the new interest and life being gen- 
erated in Tenth Church there would likely also 
be “new money” available for foreign mis- 
sions. Accordingly, | met him upon his arrival 


’ at the railroad station and made my appeal 


for help to get to Korea. 

Months passed without any word and we 
therefore decided that the answer was “No,” 
until one day in the late spring of 1929 the 
phone rang and the Tenth Church secretary 
asked us, “When are you coming to Phila- 
delphia to meet the congregation?” 

“Why, we don’t understand. . . .” 

“Oh, yes, you are our missionaries; !t is all 
decided.” 

An unforgettable weekend in the Barnhouse 
home and in meetings with the various church 
groups enabled us to get to know our sponsors, 
our fellowworkers, and they have stood by 
us faithfully these 32 years.

yu CHURCH is not a segregation but a congregation. It is 
not for men of a particular race or temperament or cul- 
ture; it is for man as man—or rather for man reborn as a 
child of God. It is simply the home for the whole human race, 
wherein all mankind will be able to say “This is my Father’s 
house.” Nothing human ought to be alien to the Church except 
sin. It is one place where every human distinction is tran- 
scended and where mankind is restored to its proper charac- 
ter as one family. 





As a missionary in India I have often been asked: “Are 
you really so narrow-minded as to think that you are going 
to enroll the whole human race in your little group? Are you 
like the frog that thinks its little pond is the whole ocean?” 





With all my heart I can answer that I long for every 
human being to be a Christian. But, in all loyalty to the 
Church of my fathers, I have to confess that I cannot wish 
for every human being to be a Presbyterian. 





That is one way of stating the burden which our disunity 
places on the heart of the evangelist. None of our churches 
is a big enough fellowship to be home for the human race. 
Only a universal fellowship can be the adequate bearer of a 
universal gospel. 





The missionary cannot evade the question: “What is the 
body which you are asking me to join?” For St. Paul the 
answer is that it is a body—one body—in which men of 
every sort and kind are at home. We cannot give that answer, 
because we represent broken fragments of that body, none 
of them entitled to make that claim, all of them representing 
some segment of Christian experience stemming from some 
limited part of the religious history of the western world. 
If you stay inside the confines of our western world you can 
forget that. But if you stand in the streets of a great Asian 
city to preach the gospel, you cannot escape facing the 
question. 





But someone may answer: “You are talking about matters 
of outward organization. These are not the important things. 








Even though we have these outward divisions, all 
true believers are one body, and share one Spirit. 
The missionary does not need to be. embarrassed 
by the organizational divisions, which are really 
unimportant.” 

What would St. Paul have said to this? When he 
spoke of “one body,” was he really just speaking in 
an ideal or metaphorical sense? Or did he really 
mean—one body? 

Fortunately we do not need to speculate about this, 
for we have the apostle’s own answer. Precisely this 
problem had arisen in Corinth. The Corinthians seem 
to have been a very vigorous and enthusiastic body, 
filled with diverse gifts of the Spirit. But they had 
become divided into factions, each taking the name 
of a leader, Paul, Apollos, or Cephas. There was also 
(as usually happens in such circumstances) a non-party 
party, a non-denominational denomination which in 
effect said “We disapprove of all your denominations, 
we are just Christians; we are of Christ.” 


RELYING ON THE FLESH 


St. Paul’s response to this development must have 
come as a shock to the Corinthians. He said, “you are 
yet carnal.” The fact that he chose this adjective— 
the exact opposite of “spiritual”—must have been a 
shock to them, as it was doubtless intended to be. But 
it was a carefully chosen adjective. The apostle is 
telling them that, when they begin to develop separate 
groups based on the name or teaching of particular 
apostles, they are relying on the flesh instead of the 
Spirit. He does not mean that they are guilty of lust 
or other so-called “sins of the flesh.” This is not the 
biblical understanding of flesh and spirit. He means 
that they are relying on men rather than on God. 

To be a Christian means to live the wholly new life 
which is given when the old life is surrendered at the 
foot of the Cross. The Christian knows that he is a 
condemned sinner who has no title to life, much less to 
glory. His existence is a new gift from God, the life 
of the Spirit of God given to him through Christ. The 
only way to describe his life is to say “Not I, but Christ 
lives in me.” This is the common life in the Spirit, and 
this is what the Church properly is. But if Christians 
begin to get together in groups to exalt the name of 
a particular teacher or leader, to compare themselves 
with other Christians, and to glory in the things which 
separate them from other Christians rather than in the 
Cross which unites all Christians, then—says St. Paul— 
they are falling back from the life of the Spirit to the 
life of the flesh. They are falling back into the old 
world, where men are drawn together into groups and 
parties by some human teaching or example, instead 
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of living in the new world where men know that they 
are nothing and Christ is all, where their existence is a 
daily renewed miracle of grace, and where they dare 
not glory in anything save in the Cross of Jesus Christ. 
And St. Paul reminds them that when they were bap- 
tized they were not baptized into any party or denomi- 
nation. They were baptized into Christ—dead and 
buried with Him and raised with Him—to live hence- 
forth by the power of the one Spirit in one body. 


SPIRITUAL UNITY? 


There is, unfortunately, a loose use of the word 
“spiritual” which enables people in ordinary speech 
to put asunder the two things which Scripture unites— 
the one body and the one Spirit. People talk of a 
“spiritual unity” as something separate from unity in 
one body. It is often difficult to know what this means. 
Sometimes it means a feeling of unity which can ex- 
press itself in occasional courtesies, or in occasional 
joint demonstrations, but is not strong enough to stand 
the strains of living together in one body. When people 
are content with this, feeling degenerates into senti- 
mentality. When Paul speaks of “one Spirit” he is 
talking about something far removed from this. He is 
talking of the one Holy Spirit of God given to believers. 
And he links this indissolubly with “one body,” because 
the proper fruit of the presence of the Spirit of God 
is a love that is not sentimentality but strong and 
enduring and patient as the love of Christ Himself. 
Such love expresses itself in more than occasional 
demonstrations. It expresses itself in a deep and endur- 
ing commitment to one another to live as brethren in 
one family. If we think that a “spiritual unit” which 
is content with mere feeling and does not seek visible 
expression in that kind of steady and enduring commit- 
ment, is an adequate expression of our unity in Christ, 
we deceive ourselves. 

There is room for much discussion about just what 
“one body” means for us Christians in the 20th cen- 
tury. None of us has a clear blue-print for a united 
Church. We have to ask the Holy Spirit Himself to 
show us in our own day what visible forms of unity 
He wills for us. But we have to ask—with penitence 
and faith. While we continue to boast of our distinc- 
tive leaders and doctrines and forms of spiritual life, 
while we continue to add other names to the One Name, 
and are not content simply to be called Christians, we 
come under the scriptural judgment that we are not 
spiritual but carnal. Against all our pride in our dif- 
ferent traditions there stands the word of the great 
apostle “God forbid that I should boast, save in the 
cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, by which the world 
has been crucified to me and I to the world.” 
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If you are a husband or are married to one, or if some day you hope to be one | 
or get one, this article on a controversial subject is “must” reading for you. 


husbands 


at mention of the biblical 
teaching that wives are to submit to 
their husbands as their heads. These 
ideas disturb Christians about as 
much as anyone else. 

The self-confident, college trained 
suburban wife hears these words with 
complacent amusement. However, 
any humor in them is lost on the 
working wife, who wonders a bit bit- 
terly how the family would get along 
without her weekly pay check. The 
feminist is apt to mutter about de- 
signs for repealing her right to vote. 

Nor are all the reactions from 
women. The American husband often 
seems embarrassed by the idea of 
headship over his wife. He is likely 
to pass the idea off as a joke. “You 
hear that,” he remarks with unneces- 
sary loudness, “from now on I want 
breakfast in bed!” His wife usually 
smiles indulgently, considering his re- 
mark unworthy of a response. 

When a husband does take the 
idea seriously, the idea is likely to 
offend him. “My wife and I have a 
companionable relationship,” he re- 
marks heatedly. “We make our de- 
cisions by talking things over and 
coming to agreement. Talk about the 
husband being the head puts me in 
mind of how my folks lived together. 
My father strutted like the lord of

creation around the house. It was un- 
adulterated hell for my mother. None 
of that for me, thank you. I like our 
way better.” , 

These democratic sentiments are in 
keeping with today’s outlook in~ 
America. Why not, when wives com- 
monly equal, if not surpass, their 
husbands in education and breadth of 
experience. Marriage, as a result, is 
regarded as a partnership in which 
there is no junior partner. This 
sounds like Utopia to the work-worn, 
exploited, dominated wives of other 
lands: husbands who indulge their 
wives and wives freed of long days 
of back-breaking labor so that they 
may be sprightly companions to their 
doting husbands. 

But all is not well. Observers of 
the American social scene wring 
their hands over the high divorce 
rate, with all the social instability this 
brings. Efforts at understanding why 
sO many marriages end in divorce 
has resulted in the isolation of several 
contributing factors. One factor 
which has received a good bit' of at- 
tention in recent years is the effect of 
changing roles for men and women 
in our society upon mariage. Our 
ideas about manliness and womanli- 
ness have changed since grandfather’s 
courting days. In 1900 the idea of 
young women running the hurdles or 
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throwing the discus at a track meet was as unusual as 
to find them as department store executives, physicians, 
judges, or English channel swimmers. Today they are 
all of these things and more. Professors, poets, yes, 
even preachers. Samuel Johnson once observed, “Sir, 
a woman’s preaching is like a dog’s walking on his 
hind legs. It is not done well; but you are surprised 
to find it done at all.” In our day this sentiment is 
dismissed as the mutterings of a misogynist. The grow- 
ing trend in Protestant denominations to ordain women 
into the Christian ministry sufficiently contradicts the 
learned doctor. A national magazine, for example, re- 
spectfully recounts the resurgence of a group of dying 
New England churches under the ministry of a circuit 
riding woman. To many these are satisfying signs of 
emancipation, signs that society should reap an ever 
richer harvest of benefits from thus making it possible 
for women to give full expression to their abilities. 

But the change is not an unmixed blessing. Many 
were shocked by the number of young men initially 
rejected or prematurely discharged from the services 
on neuropsychiatric grounds during World War II (re- 
ported at 2% million out of the 15 million called up, 
or one in six). Something had gone wrong. Doom-criers 
bombarded the nation with shrill recollections of the 
fall of Rome, which decayed within before she could 
be successfully assaulted by barbarians from without. If 
this were to go on, our nation would soon crumble 
from within. Only a century ago ordinary men, women, 
children had braved the dangers of the Oregon Trail. 
Today an astonishing number of young men were unfit 
to bear arms on behalf of their homeland. Something 
had indeed gone wrong! 


MOM WAS THE CULPRIT 


No sooner was the wrong uncovered, than the search 
for the culprit began. Who was guilty of sapping our 
young men of their moral vigor and emotional resili- 
ence? Someone discovered the psychological research 
on maternal overprotection and, Eureka!—the villain 
was out in the open. It was “Momism.” This was de- 
fined as a predatory form of motherhood which kept 
sons emotionally immature through dependence, pam- 
pering, and psychological bullying. Mother’s apron 
strings had become an emotional umbilical cord. This 
was said to be a form of psychological revenge wrought 
by emancipated women who resented the vestiges of 
male dominance still present in our social order. Amer- 
ican mothers had been venerated for generations, and 
they had turned out to be asps in the breast of 
society! Writers of social protest flayed them without 
mercy. Mom’s domineering ways, whether of the 
wheedling or nagging variety, were blamed for driving 
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her husband out of his home in a desperate effort to 
keep his masculinity on golf course or bowling alley, 
by professional advancement, or through illicit ro- 
mances. She was responsible for his compulsive atti- 
tudes toward work, his ulcers, and his infidelities, as 
well as for her son’s emotional flabbiness and confusion 
over his sexual identity. Down with Mom! 

It soon became evident that it was not as simple as 
this. A new villain was unearthed. Clinical emphasis 
shifted from the overprotective mother to the “inade- 
quate mother.” Just about the time many American 
mothers almost had become afraid to cuddle their 
sons, they were faced with another hob-goblin: maternal 
rejection. The inadequate mother is the woman who 
cannot spontaneously love her children nor give her- 
self freely to them. Such women may be bereft of warm 
feeling, or they may have turned these in upon them- 
selves, or they may have diverted these feelings to ca- 
reers or causes. Out of emotional deficit sprung all 
manner of human ill: delinquency, compulsive perfec- 
tion, smoldering envy and a rankling sense of injustice, 
apathetic withdrawal into an impoverished inner world, 
and a variety of bodily ills. 


OR WAS IT DAD? 


Maternal overprotection or rejection are not trivial 
matters. Their destructive potential upon the next gen- 
eration is inestimable. But someone finally had the 
temerity to ask what Dad was doing all this time? Why 
was mother given a clear field to overprotect or reject? 
For a time the scribes blistered the absentee father, the 
good provider who tried to bribe his children with 
material benefits but withheld himself from them. If 
boys were being over-feminized, it was because their 
fathers were too busy getting ahead financially or 
spending too much time in civic or church responsi- 
bilities or in hobbies and sports that took them away 
from home. Their sons needed a change from petticoat 
rule common in school and at home. If fathers would 
make it a point to spend time with their children, it 
was claimed, many family problems would be greatly 
diminished. Fathers were urged to detach themselves 
from all but essential- outside activities and to be pals 
to their sons. 

It wasn’t long before the reaction to this solution 
came. A best-seller made the point that children could 
find pals among their playmates, but not parents. It 
questioned the value of the kind of family egalitarian- 
ism that watered down parental roles and forced chil- 
dren to make decisions demanding greater experience 
and maturity of judgment than they possessed. Parents, 
it went on to say, were monopolizing their youngsters’ 
time, not allowing them the privacy they needed, and 
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in the process they were impoverishing their own 
personalities. Parents must be people first, parents sec- 
ond and pals third. 


THE DOMESTICATED MALE 


More recently Margaret Mead, whose sprightly and 
trenchant comments on men, women, and the Amer- 
ican family are well known, has expressed deep con- 
cern over what this emphasis upon father’s involvement 
in his home is doing to him and what this ultimately 
will do to our nation. Husbands are being overdomesti- 
cated, she says. As evidence she points to his dutiful 
immersion in Little League ball games, PTA meetings, 
piano recitals, and his pride in his prowess as a chef 
at Saturday night backyard barbecues. A correspond- 
ing loss in masculine assertiveness and venturesome- 
ness she feels to be an inevitable result, and these are 
the qualities which have been instrumental in pushing 
back the frontiers. She maintains that women have 
provided society its conservative trend. They have been 
the repositories and protectors of society’s tradition and 
values. If men, through overdomestication, become 
caught up in this conserving process, so that they seek 
security and status quo rather than risk and adventure, 
a fatal stagnation will inevitably destroy us. In the face 
of the challenges to our country, this is grim. 

Much of all this will be news to some people, and 
sheer piffle to others. They no doubt have gone about 
making a home and rearing children on the basis of 
their background and their best judgment. Nevertheless, 
a good many of our most alert and best informed peo- 
ple have taken these trends and counter-trends to heart 
and attempted to govern themselves accordingly. Re- 
gardless, this discussion points to uneasiness about the 
proper role of men and women, especially in their roles 
as homemakers. 

Wherever this is true, a clear definition of these 
roles should be of benefit to family life. This must, of 
course, be done in a way that has meaning in our 
American situation, but I believe that the basic prin- 
ciples governing family roles which are set forth in 
the Scriptures are as sound today as they were when 
Paul was inspired to write them to the Ephesian church. 
The key phrases are found in the Scripture portion 
quoted at the beginning of this article: “Wives, be sub- 
ject to your husbands . . . for the husband is the head 
of the wife. . .” An examination of these phrases should 
make clearer the pattern of relationship called for by 
them. (In the remainder of this article I will examine 
the phrase, “the husband is the head of the wife,” re- 
serving the discussion of the wife’s role for a later 
article. ) 

Christian marriage is described in the Bible as an 
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organismic unity, “one flesh.” This is a unity of two 

persons who are equal in dignity and worth before 
God, and who have wholeheartedly pledged their love, . 
loyalty, fidelity and responsibility to one another so 

long as both live. Since, however, this is a complex 

unity, it demands a hierarchical arrangement or respon- 
sibility according to function. That is, some functions, 

or roles, within this relationship require more authority 

than others. 

“How so?” speaks our proponent of the 50-50 re- 
lationship. “Why isn’t a partnership arrangement quite 
sufficient? Why is there any need for a head?” An epi- 
sode from military service may make this need clearer. 
It happened on a sweltering July afternoon. The officer 
candidates were taking turns drilling platoons of men— 
to help them develop “command presence,” they were 
told. A cadet who somehow had missed recruit train- 
ing was called out to drill the group. He had had bad 
dreams about this. More experienced cadets had 
coached him some, so he managed to start things off 
quite well. After several maneuvers, however, he sud- 
denly was overcome by stage-fright. The more he 
struggled to remember, the farther from his mind the 
next command receded. Worse still, the platoon was 
moving toward a ditch half full of muddy water. Just 








Brown University scientists fed into an electronic computer all the 
necessary data on what a man must have to keep him alive. The 
machine had no personality and no knowledge of what makes human 
beings tick. It accepted, therefore, that man must have certain 
minimum quantities of protein, calcium, iron, phosphorus and five 
vitamins. When the levers were pulled the machine came out with 
the data that a man can live for 21 cents a day with a combination 
of only four foods: lard, beef liver, orange juice and soybean meal. 
But the researchers were not able to cook the mess into a palatable 
meal. Even a laboratory dog, when hungry, was reluctant to eat 
the stuff. The machine had no taste buds. 

Now many people are frustrated, and disgusted with life because 
all that is served up to them is the concoction of self, passion, 
desires and prides that seem to nourish for a while but which can 
never satisfy. It is only when God puts Himself into all which makes 
up life that it can become palatable to us. “O taste and see that 
the Lord is good” (Ps. 34:8). 
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when it looked as though the men were in for a 
dunking, someone shouted, “That group headed for the 
ditch, halt!” An instant later a bantam of a man with 
gold bars on his collar and fire in his eye appeared and 
barked out, “Who’s in charge here?” 

Why this question first? The answer is obvious. He 
wanted to know who was responsible for the fiasco. So 
also in the marriage relationship. Because this is a 
complex unity it is necessary that someone should 
have the chief responsibility. It is, of course, possible 
for each couple to decide this by drawing straws or 
by battling for supremacy (a system which, I under- 
stand, is used here and there). The main difficulty 
with the latter system is that often when the issue is 
settled little remains of the relationship. God, who is 
a God of decency and of order, has not left a detail as 
important as this to chance. When He calls the husband 
the head of the wife, this represents His order of things. 
He is saying that he has given the chief responsibility 
for the home and family to husbands. “Headship,” 
therefore, means that with this responsibility goes cor- 
responding authority. What then is the nature of the 
responsibility that underlies headship? 

Economic responsibility comes first to mind. And 
well it may. Paul tells Timothy to inform the Christians 
committed to his care that “If anyone does not provide 
for his relatives, and especially for his own family, he 
has disowned the faith and is worse than an unbeliever” 
(I Tim. 5:8). Strong words. If anything, it says, 
however good in itself, causes a father to neglect his 
economic duty toward his family, his life belies his 
Christian witness. He has nothing meaningful to say 
to the unbeliever. 

As a usual thing, however, it is not difficult to im- 
press American husbands with their economic respon- 
sibility. For many this is the gauge of adequacy not 
merely as a husband and father, but as a person. Hence 
it is unlikely that this duty to his family will be shirked. 
Problems are more likely to arise out of the feeling 
that this is one’s major, if not sole, contribution to his 
family. He might not talk about it in this way, but 
his preoccupation and his distribution of time and 
energy certainly give this impression. 

If a man places a premium on his ability to provide 
well for his family, he may easily slide into the role 
of silent partner in the life of his family. If a husband 
withdraws from active family participation because 
of the priority he gives to his work or other activities 
outside his home, he creates imbalance in the life of 
his family. When wives thus become faced with the 
major responsibility for child rearing, many become 
anxious, overcautious, and prone to over-protection. 
There is also concern over what this will do to the emo- 
tional development of children, for it makes mother 
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an ambiguous person who is not a dependable source 
of love. Sometimes she gives loving support, sometimes 
she is the disciplinarian. These are not easy functions 
for one person to keep separate and in balance. They 
may become fused, and giving and withholding love 
become the chief disciplinary tool. Neither can be 
spared, to be sure, but if mother does not provide un- 
conditional love, this is less likely to be found elsewhere 
than discipline. Any arrangement, therefore, which in- 
terferes with a mother’s ability to convey unconditional 
love to her children is suspect. Confidence that one is 
loved in spite of himself is essential to healthy emo- 
tional development. Emotional development in turn has 
far reaching effects upon moral and spiritual develop- 
ment. And a mother free to love is the readiest source 
of this love. Therefore, she needs her husband’s in- 
volvement in rearing their children. 

Psychologists speak of the formative influence of 
the emotional tone of a home upon children. “Emo- 
tional climate” or “emotional tone” refers to the “feel” 
a home characteristically conveys. Some homes are 
tense and explosive, others filled with warmth and 
good humor, still others with bickering and criticism. 
The variety is legion. They are complex and not easily 
described in detail, but the salient qualities are quickly 
felt. My own counseling experience has led me to feel 
that this is the most important single ingredient in de- 
termining how people feel about their rearing. Whether 
or not young people are likely to want to create for 
themselves a home like their parents’ home will be 
greatly affected by the emotional climate of that home. 
I have also come to feel that the most important single 
ingredient that goes to make up the emotional climate 
is the cumulative effect of the husband’s moods when 
he is at home. This is perhaps the most serious defici- 
ency of the uninvolved father. He creates a vacuum 
which by default is filled by other family members, 
usually to the impoverishment of the home. 

At this point husbands may object. “Look,” they 
may say, “I’m a commuter. Work days I leave early and 
get home late. Except for dinner, I hardly see the chil- 
dren. I know how I feel affects the family, but where 
do you get that stuff about my moods being the big- 
gest factor? My wife’s with the children far more. Why 
me?” This is a plausible objection, but it underestimates 
the impact of a man upon his home. While the atmos- 
phere of the home is a product of the combined moods 
of the entire family, father’s not only contributes the 
most, he also has greatest power to change things.” 

Take the situation where mother plans carefully for 
festive evening: good food, special table decorations, 
everyone dressed up a bit more carefully than usual, 
and everyone cheerily awaiting Dad’s arrival so the

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If your church is slumbering in unconcern and indifference, you might . 
well consider the plan that worked so well for this pastor’s congregation. 












POUNDS of mail fall on the pastor's desk each week. Much of it claims 
to be a cure-all for his woes in everything from building funds 
to church attendance. Now and then he will try some of it, stage a 
religious circus, and discover when the dust has settled that 
he is back where he started. Yet none of these "cure-alls" 
solves the major problems of the church. 

What are these major problems? I listed three which applied 
to our church; and probably you will find they apply to your 
church, too. ' 

(1) the refusal or inability of the people to commit themselves 
to Christ and His gospel sacrificially, while busily occupied with 
a denominationally-inspired activism of campaigns, programs, 
meetings, social times, and powerhouse drives; 

(2) The unconcern of souls in the application of theological 
imperatives to the plans and details of their own personal and 
social lives; 

(3) the indifference toward the worth of prayer and fellowship 
in Christ for their own sake.

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These were the problems we faced in our church. 
How could they be solved? What could we do to 
rouse our sleepy church? Was there any hope for a 
revitalized, revitalized church? 


WHAT COULD BE DONE? 


We believed that something could be done? Here 
was the program that we inaugurated in our church 
to solve these problems. 

In the first place, revival must begin with a nucleus 
of dedicated persons who offer themselves to Christ 
to be used as He sees fit. The first step is the meeting 
of the pastor with a small group of his most dedicated 
men for Bible study and prayer. 

We decided to put these men and our method to 
work for six Wednesday evenings during the period 
before Easter. Every Sunday we distribute “Sermon 
Helps” with the bulletin which provide the texts and 
other Scriptures for the sermon of the following Sun- 
day, together with appropriate exegetical and devo- 
tional remarks for every day of the week. We believe 
every congregation should study the biblical basis of 
the sermon before it is given. During this Lenten 
period we included the subject and Scriptures of the 
Wednesday sermon in addition to Sunday’s. The sub- 
ject of the sermon should not be too restrictive or 
abstract, but one with obvious relevance for life and 
its daily problems. 

Immediately after the Wednesday sermon the con- 
gregation went to our fellowship hall and divided into 
groups of 12 with one of our most dedicated men as 
the spiritual host of every table. And, incidentally, our 
people took a cup of coffee and some cookies to each 
table because it is doubtful that with us anything of 
significance could ever take place without coffee brew- 
ing nearby. 

Around the tables the leaders are concerned solely 
with implementing the principles of the cell group so 
brilliantly and faithfully reiterated by Dr. Samuel 
Shoemaker, Pittsburgh Episcopalian. Without question 
we have in the small cell group the Pentecostal secret 
of early church power. The idea is simple: there is no 
program, no direction, no pushing, no circus stunts. 
Sincere persons claim an openness to the Holy Spirit 
as they quietly discuss the movement of God in their 
lives. 

There is no argument, no controversy, no quib- 
bling over the periphery of doctrine, and no speeches 
or sermons by the Pharisees or other super-pious wax 
saints. The leader has no ax to grind, and the Holy 
Spirit may take the conversation in any direction. To 
facilitate group discussion the pastor did not sit at any 
table. 


We felt that discussion should follow a sermon be- 
cause many cell groups are too subjective or unstruc- 
tured. Some newcomer may begin by saying, “Well, as 
we all know, the Golden Rule is the sum and sub- 
stance of Christianity.” Or, “As my father used to say, 
‘It is not too important what a man believes as long 
as he is really sincere.’” It is foolish to continue after 
such premises. After a sermon, questions may be 
raised and answered by someone at the table, but the 
gaining of information, while of value, is certainly not 
the goal. The goal is the intimate, personal application 
of truth and the will of God to our lives in that circu- 
lation of the Spirit’s power which is so evident when 
several gather for spiritual fellowship in the name of 
Christ. 

For example, one evening we were discussing the 
forgiveness of sins. The course of the sermon was 
from Main Street to Calvary back to Main Street. 
After one table had ten minutes of interesting discussion 
about the atonement, one person said rather meekly, 
“All my life I have been bothered by the prospects of 
God’s judgment over something you will think is silly.” 
This was the beginning of pay dirt. Here began the 
most dynamic and creative process in interpersonal 
relationships. Now if anyone said, “Yes, what you have 
told is rather silly because God says . . . ” then all 
would have been lost. The person making a kind of 
“confession” needed quiet, courteous listening. Judg- 
ments or sermons from another are the booby traps 
to be avoided at all costs. Instead, the others listened 
intently. Another said, “Well, there is something 
strange. I have had something like that in my own life, 
too.” Suddenly, it seemed as though two invisible arms 
drew everyone at that table close together. Several more 
related personal incidents, and one related how God 
helped him in his own life. A period of silence fol- 
lowed in which no one felt uneasy. Some never said 
anything. What were they thinking? Was anything 
happening to them? 


CELL GROUPS 


The Church is the closest social institution to mil- 
lions of people. They grasp it as the area to give mean- 
ing to their lives through demonstration of social skills, 
through the making of friendships, through the acqui- 
sition of status and prestige, and through the use of 
talents for which they expect recognition. Many of 
them have absolutely no idea of Christ as the domi- 
nant, regnant Person who exercises sovereign control 
over their personal and social lives. They desperately 
need the Holy Spirit’s circulation of power to chal- 
lenge and stimulate their souls. They need the

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THE CHRISTIAN AND HIS COUNTRY—First in a new series of articles by DONALD GREY BARNHOUSE 


HAT DID our Lord Jesus mean when He said, 
“Render to Caesar the things that are Caesar’s 
and to God the things that are God” (Matt. 22:21)? 

Does this verse have anything to say regarding such 
things as income tax, the draft board, and civil rebel- 
lion? Does it mean the same thing in a democracy 
as in a dictatorship? 

Perhaps no verse in the Bible has been more 
twisted, misapplied and distorted than Matthew 22:21. 
And these distortions have led people to believe that 
God is not in charge in some areas of life. In the 
Middle Ages this verse was used to justify the theory 
of two empires, the sacred and the secular. Jesus’ 
answer contains no such teaching. 

We strongly uphold the principle of separation of 
church and state, but we do not endorse the separation 
of God and the state. God is Lord of the state as 
much as He is Lord of the church, but His sovereignty 
over the state is not exercised through religious 
leaders. 

In the Old Testament God strictly forbade the vest- 
ing of religious and secular power in any individual. 
The priests came from the tribe of Levi, the kings 
from the tribe of Judah. Only in Jesus Christ are the 
two offices combined, as Zechariah 6:13 shows: “He 
shall bear the glory, and shall sit and rule upon his 
throne; and he shall be a priest upon his throne.” No 
man of the offspring of Adam is capable of being 
both civil ruler and priest. History teaches that the 
attempt to combine the two has brought tyranny worse 
than any other tyranny. 

“Render to Caesar the things that are Caesar’s and 
to God the things that are God’s.” These words do not 
set before the Christian two systems of ethics, two 
ways of life. Rather, they bind him to the highest code 
of living in the political realm as well as in the spiritual. 

The Bible doctrine of the source and channel of 
authority is summed up in one verse: “God has 
spoken once; twice have I heard this: that power be- 
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longs to God” (Ps. 62:11). From that one spring all 
power flows. 

It might be compared to a river basin. On a map 
of the central United States, we see the courses of 
rivers from many sources, all debouching into the 
Gulf of Mexico. Waters from Pennsylvania flow into 
the Ohio River; from Montana and Wyoming they 
flow into the Missouri River; from Tennessee and 
Alabama they flow into the Tennessee. But all these 
join the Mississippi, which rises far to the north in 
Minnesota. Now, read this map in reverse and follow 
the mighty rivers back to creeks, from creeks to 
brooks, from brooks to rivulets. There we have the 
picture of the source and flow of power. 

All power comes from God, and the powers that 
be are ordained by God. Power exercised by any 
creature, even the power of a cat to kill a mouse, or 
of one insect to kill another, derives originally from 
God. How much more is this true of human affairs, 
where God is working out His great plan? 

Hear Jeremiah set this forth: God told the prophet 
to make thongs and yokebars and wear them upon 
his own neck while he talked to envoys from Edom, 
Moab, Ammon, Tyre and Sidon. Then the Lord said 
to Jeremiah: “Give them this charge for their masters: 
‘Thus says the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel: This 
is what you shall say to your masters: “It is I who 
by my great power and my outstretched arm have 
made the earth, with the men and animals that are on 
the earth, and I give it to whomever it seems right to 
me. Now I have given all these lands into the hand of 
Nebuchadnezzar, the king of Babylon, my servant, and 
I have given him also the beasts of the field to serve 
him. All the nations shall serve him and his son and his 
grandson, until the time of his own land comes; then 
many nations and great kings shall make him their 
slave” (Jer. 27:4-7). 

Daniel acknowledged, "Blessed be the name of God 
for ever and ever, to whom belong wisdom and might. 
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He changes times and seasons; he removes kings and 
sets up kings” (Dan. 2:20,21). 

Thus we see that political power is in the hand of 
God and that He establishes whomsoever He wishes. 
Not only the good kings among the descendants of 
David and Solomon, but also those who were evil, 
derived their power from God. The gift of authority is 
a divine gift, so precious that the Bible indicates that 
God will judge men severely for any abuse of it. 

We learn from Scripture that God gave Lucifer his 
great power, saying, “An anointed guardian cherub I 
placed you” (Ezek. 28:14). When Lucifer fell, he 
retained this power and reminded Christ that the king- 
doms of the world with their power and glory, had 
been committed to him and that he could give them 
to anyone he wished (Luke 4:6). This is why the Lord 
Jesus called Satan “the prince of this world”; and Paul 
called him “the god of this age” (II Cor. 4:4). The 
angels who fell with Lucifer received authority from 
him, and bear titles which indicate how much power 
was delegated; principalities, powers, world rulers of 
this present darkness, spiritual hosts of wickedness in 
heavenly places (Eph. 6:12). But let us not forget 
that Jesus Christ “disarmed the principalities and 
powers and made a public example of them, triumph- 
ing over them in the cross” (Col. 2:15). 


ALL POWER FROM GOD 


Let us sum it up: all power derives from God, even 
the vast power wielded by Satan. There is no power, 
there is no authority apart from God. Acts of an alien 
power are by God’s permission, for reasons impossible 
for us to understand or even imagine, but which will 
be made clear in the future. Now, however, we live 
in a world that is filled with the tensions of rebellion. 

In the light of this, we can state a first principle with 
reference to the relationship of the believer in Christ 
to civil government:—The believer is responsible to 
the Lord God Almighty, who is universally supreme. 
Power in every domain derives from God, but it has 
been distorted and debased by some of its incumbents. 
The Christian is to live in the midst of this world, 
subject primarily to God; and he is to render to the 
civil government what might be called a management 
fee, a reasonable amount for the order and protection 
furnished by good government. 

In Romans 13:1, “Let every person be subject to 
the governing authorities. For there is no authority 
except from God, and those that exist have been in- 
stituted by God,” Paul states the believer’s duty to 
government when it functions properly within the 
framework of law. No Christian is to be a law unto 
himself. No individual is exempt from the duties of 


citizenship. This teaching was especially important for 
the believers at Rome because the church there was 
formed around a central core of Jews, whose Old 
Testament heritage gave them the idea that they were 
a law unto themselves, and they were unwilling to 
render allegiance to any Gentile. They looked down 
upon the Gentiles and considered themselves superior 
to the nations among whom they lived and by whom 
they had been conquered. History records many evi- 
dences of their lawlessness in the face of established 
government. 


NO ONE ABOVE THE LAW 


Peter, addressing his first epistle to Jewish believers 
scattered throughout the empire, wrote: “Beloved, I 
beseech you as aliens to abstain from the passions of 
the flesh that wage war against your soul. Maintain 
good conduct among the Gentiles, so that in case they 
speak against you as wrongdoers, they may see your 
good deeds and glorify God in the day of visitation. 
Be subject for the Lord’s sake to every institution or- 
dained for men, whether it be to the emperor as su- 
preme, or to governors as sent by him to punish those 
who do wrong and to praise those who do right. For it 
is God’s will that by doing right you should put to 
silence the ignorance of foolish men” (I Pet. 2:11-15). 

The government of the Roman Empire at that time 
was one of the best in history. The Pax Romana was 
at its height. The excellent government of Augustus 
and Tiberius began to degenerate under Caligula, 
Claudius and Nero. For the most part, persecution of 
the Christians came from the leaders of the Jewish 
temple. Persecution by Gentiles was occurring mainly 
in the provinces; Rome was quiet. Paul was still free. 

But now, rumors about the believers are beginning 
to circulate. Paul and Peter unite in telling believers, 
Gentile and Jew, to obey the magistrates. The powers 
that be are ordained of God. No one is above the law. 
If the Christians behave as true believers should, there 
will be no difficulty. Magistrates are not a terror to 
good citizens, only to evil citizens. 

The Christian must realize that not only is he a new 
creature in Christ Jesus and a citizen of Heaven, but 
is still a human being in a society of human beings, 
and he must shoulder the obligations of mass citizen- 
ship. The Christian is to integrate his life and activities 
with all human relationships. The believer is to under- 
stand the first and great commandment: he is to render 
to God the things that are God’s; that is, he is to love 
the Lord his God with all his heart, soul, mind and 
strength. He is also to render to Caesar the things that 
are Caesar’s; that is, he is to love his neighbor as 
himself.

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PRESCRIPTION FOR A FEVERED 


ARICA 


A first-hand report of conditions in Africa by Dr. C. Everett Koop 


RAGING FEVER is tormenting the entire continent of 
Africa, and the malady is not simple to diag- 
nose. The fever is political, aided by fiery nationalism; 
it is economic, stemming from a long-infectious colo- 
nialism; it is physical, caused by medical ignorance and 
neglect; and it is spiritual, derived from a festering 
paganism. 

Recently, three men, concerned about the Christian 
medical witness, toured 27,000 miles through the heart 
of Africa in a diagnostic attempt to find its physical 
and spiritual needs. The three were C. Everett Koop, 
professor of pediatric surgery at the University of 
Pennsylvania School of Medicine and surgeon chief 
of the Children’s Hospital of Philadelphia, J. Ray- 
mond Knighton, executive secretary of the Christian 
Medical Society and G. A. Hemwall, Chicago phy- 
sician and member of the board of CMS. Dr. Koop is 
acting president of the Evangelical Foundation, pub- 
lishers of ETERNITY Magazine. 

Shortly after his return the editors of ETERNITY, plus 
Donald Bobb, Presbyterian missionary to Congo, Paul 
A. Hopkins, executive secretary of the Evangelical 
Foundation, and Paul Keating, recently returned from 
the Congo, interviewed Dr. Koop. 

The following article presents Dr. Koop’s answers 
to the questions posed by the interviewers. 





Question: Africa is making the headlines as never be- 
fore in history. How are these violent current events 
affecting medical missions? 

Dr. Koop: This is a time of reevaluation of medical 
missions. There is little doubt that medicine is the 
best entering wedge for the gospel in many areas, and 
no one is prepared to abandon medical missions in 
spite of the experience in the Congo and the Sudan. 
But medical missionaries are questioning where the 
emphases should be placed—on providing personnel 
or building medical installations. The former are flex- 
ible; the latter a financial burden that the indigenous 
church cannot take over in the foreseeable future. 
Question: Exactly what was the purpose of your ex- 
tensive trip? 

Dr. Koop: There were two major medical purposes. 
The first was in connection with the Christian Medical 
Society. The CMS is a fellowship of Christian physi- 
cians and medical students in the United States and 
Canada. One of the phases of its work is the Medical 
Assistance Program (MAP) whereby the CMS acts 
as agent for medical missionaries all over the world 
and procures gifts from manufacturers of drugs, X-ray 
equipment, surgical goods, and so forth. These ma- 
terials are then shipped to missionaries at no cost to 
them except freight charges. The CMS also serves 
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as purchasing agent to procure equipment at lowest 
cost. 

Question: And how has this program worked out? 
Dr. Koop: In recent years the program has been very 
successful. We have been receiving gifts more rapidly 
than we have been able to send them to missionaries. 
This is primarily because most missionaries have lim- 
ited budgets even for freight charges. So in our trip we 
wanted to see how the Christian Medical Society 
could be of greater help to American medical mis- 
sionaries and we wanted to inform non-American 
missionaries that they are also eligible to be a part of 
MAP. 

Question: You mentioned two purposes of your trip? 
What was the second? 

Dr. Koop: The second is something which has been 
close to my heart for a long time: To seek oppor- 
tunities for the Christian physician to serve in a foreign 
land as a non-official missionary. This doctor would 
not serve under a mission board. In this regard we 
visited the Ministers of Health and the chief medical 
officers in Ethiopia, Kenya, Tanganyika, Uganda, 
Rhodesia, Nigeria and Ghana and the World Health 
Organization representatives in Congo. 

Question: Why are you so interested in these non- 
professional medical missionaries? Isn’t the general 
missionary medical program going well? 

Dr. Koop: There is great need for both varieties of 
medical witness in foreign countries. The medical mis- 
sionary has a very definite appeal to one segment of 
the population. But the man who serves in a foreign 
country as a government employee or as a teacher 
has a witness with government officials and medical 
leaders of the new country or he is in a university set- 
up and reaches academic personnel and students. 
Question: I imagine it must be difficult to talk about 
Africa in general. Let’s find out about a few of the 
specific countries you visited. Your tour began in 
Egypt. What about the situation there?

Dr. Koop: Let me tell you about the situation in Tanta. 
If my figures are correct, there are only four mission 
hospitals left in all of Egypt—two of them American 
and two British. Tanta is a fanatically Moslem city 
north of Cairo on the delta of the Nile River. In it a 
magnificent medical operation known as the Ameri- 
can Mission Hospital is operated by the Presbyterians. 
The quality of medical care given in the American 
Mission Hospital at Tanta is better than can be found 
any place in Egypt. Assisting Dr. Paul Jameson, who 
is in charge of the hospital, are nine solidly evan- 
gelical Egyptian physicians. Most of them have been 
trained in Britain and the United States and in their 
own particular specialties they are equal to men you 
would find practicing in Philadelphia, New York or 
London. 

But these dedicated men face a problem. If they 
were to walk across the court yard and establish pri- 
vate practice in Tanta, they could make three to five 
times as much money as they do in the mission hos- 
pital. If they went to Cairo they could make ten to 
fifteen times as much. All of these men are extremely 
interested in keeping this Christian medical witness 
alive. However, they have no income by which they 
can educate their children. They would be most 
happy to have the same relationship to the Presby- 
terian church in the U.S.A. that Dr. Jameson has. But 
it is not the policy of the Presbyterian Board to accept 
as missionaries the nationals of the country where the 
missions are established. Since these gifted men are 
Egyptians serving in Egypt, they are deprived of any 
security that comes from working under a mission 
board. What should be the attitude of the church at 
home towards these physicians? Should we recognize 
the fact that this is one of the last outposts of medical 
missions in Egypt and do something for these evan- 
gelical Egyptian physicians that is contrary to what 
we do for other nationals, or should we say we have 
an inflexible policy that will force these men to find 
their livelihood elsewhere? 
Question: Is there a real Christian witness out of this 
hospital? 

Dr. Koop: I talked to several Egyptians in Tanta who 
had become Christians because of that hospital. Egyp- 
tian evangelists, a male and a female, work full time 
among the patients. There is no limitation on the 
Christian witness of the inpatient service, although 
no evangelistic work can be done in the outpatient 
clinic. I have always been told that Christian work 
among Moslems was not productive, and that a mis- 
sionary could count on one hand the total number of 
converts who had been led to Christ in the course of 
his lifetime. Yet in one day in that hospital I met 
several patients who in recent weeks had been led to 


Christ. Talking to some of the Christian leaders in 
Cairo I gathered that the medical witness is extremely 
important and that a large number of secret believers 
in Egypt had their first contact with Christianity 
through medical missions. 

Question: At first you emphasized the importance of 
working in government hospitals. Yet when you talk 
about these Egpytians, you believe it is important for 
them to stay in the mission situation. Wouldn’t they 
also have a witness in the government hospitals? 

Dr. Koop: Well, if you were talking about Ethiopia, 
Kenya or Uganda, they could have a Christian wit- 
ness in 2 government hospital, but in Egypt there can 
be no Christian witness whatever in a hospital unless 
it is a Christian hospital. An evangelical working in a 
government hospital in Cairo would not be permitted 
to talk of Christianity to patients. 

Question: How does the situation differ in Ethiopia? 
Dr. Koop: The medical needs of Ethiopia are almost 
overwhelming and the impact of organized medical 
missions there is small. But wherever medical missions 
are in operation there is adequate care and the love 
of Christ is certainly being portrayed. The Emperor 
is a Christian and apparently more evangelically ori- 
ented than the Coptic church. Missions certainly have 
a sympathetic acceptance. In addition to the mission 
hospitals and dispensaries there are small government 
dispensaries. The government needs physicians to serve 
as district health officers and also desires certain spe- 
cialists. American Christians would be welcome in either 
capacity. 

Question: What about the pay standard for govern- 
ment-employed doctors? 

Dr. Koop: The pay standard would equal that of a 
national if he occupied the same position. But remem- 
ber that the buying power of this salary usually puts 
the medical man in an upper economic bracket. 
Question: Can you give us a specific example of a 
Christian physician working in a non-mission situation? 
Dr. Koop: In Addis I met a top-flight surgeon respected 
for his professional skill as well as his Christian 
stand who had access to and acceptance by folk that 
ordinarily do not cross the missionaries’ path. In 
Uganda an American missionary serving as district 
health officer with a number of physicians and auxil- 
iary medical personnel under his direction. His free- 
dom in medical practice and his Christian witness 
were equal to that of any missionary, and I think his 
acceptance by the national was greater. 

Question: How do government and mission dispen- 
saries compare? Are they of equal calibre? 

Dr. Koop: The patient seems to prefer the mission 
hospital. In many countries patients will walk miles 
passing several government hospitals in order to find 
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a mission hospital. The difference in the bush country 
is represented in the love and kindness that he gets in 
the mission hospital as compared to the rather perfunc- 
tory care he gets in many government hospitals. From 
a medical point of view the care in a mission hospital 
is also better because the caliber of medicine is usu- 
ally higher and the mission hospitals frequently have 
more ancillary help and better equipment. 

Question: You also yisited the British East Africa 
countries—Kenya, Tanganyika, Uganda? Was the sit- 
uation there any different? 

Dr. Koop: According to the Ministry of Health inso- 
far as British East Africa is concerned, the door is 
wide open. In various countries the opportunities are 
somewhat different. In Kenya the political situation is 
still such that it is anybody’s guess to what might 
happen next. It is possible that this could be a very 
orderly turnover of government as took place in 
Nigeria and that the African government would recog- 
nize the fact that they needed non-African medical 
assistance for a long time to come. 

Under certain circumstances, however, the same 
kind of medical situation might develop there as de- 
veloped in the Congo. My own hunch is that this is 
very unlikely and that Americans either as general 
practitioners, public health officials or medical special- 
ists would have opportunities in Kenya for a Christian 
medical witness. 

Question: And Tanganyika and Uganda? 

Dr. Koop: In Tanganyika the political situation is 
extremely stable largely because of the African leader, 
Julius Nyerere, who is well thought of by all. The 
training of physicians in this country is not possible at 
the moment. In Kenya and Tanganyika a tremendous 
effort is being made to train male nurses, dressers 
and medical assistants who can function at a level up 
to and including sanitation officer in district health 
stations. These people get a training well advanced 
over that given to a nurse in this country and are 
given responsibilities in leprosy work, in nutrition and 
so forth. Teaching these students, of course, opens up 
opportunities not only for Christian physicians but 
also for x-ray and laboratory technicians and for nurses 
who have any ability in teaching. 

In Kampala, Uganda, there is the Makere. 2 Medical 
College. Here non-professional missionaries in an aca- 
demic setting are doing a magnificent job. I don’t 
know what percentage of the entire medical faculty 
are evangelicals but even those who were not, were 
certainly sympathetic to our point of view. Even in 
talking to people who were not evangelicals I found 
that they wanted medical teachers with a sense of 
mission because these people did the best job in medi- 
cal education at Makerere. These men not only have

come to Uganda intent on being non-professional’ 
missionaries but they come with skills equal to those 
found in any of the best medical schools in this 
country. This combination of excellent professional 
training plus a desire to reach their colleagues and 
particularly the medical students for Christ was most 
encouraging to me. 
Question: Is this one of the most promising medical 
training schools for nationals? 
Dr. Koop: Yes, it is. There is a fine medical school 
at Ibadan, Nigeria. And there are opportunities that 
will develop in other countries. It’s quite likely that 
soon there will also be medical schools in Addis Ababa, 
Salisbury, Southern Rhodesia, and Accra, Ghana. 
Question: What is the missionary medical picture in 
British East Africa? ; 
Dr. Koop: There are a number of well established 
missionary hospitals in all of these countries. Some 
of the young men I talked to felt that for the culture 
of these people, the large established mission hos- 
pitals which look just like government hospitals are 
competing in a sense with the government hospitals 
and that this is not the most effective use of a Chris- 
tian medical witness. They believe that the emphasis 
in the future should not be on our leprosariums or 
tuberculosis sanitariums, but rather out in pioneer 
situations where health needs are great. 
Question: Is there a possibility that some of these 
mission hospitals will be completely staffed by ade- 
quately trained Africans in the near future? 
Dr. Koop: Not in the near future. There just will not 
be enough Africans to take over the job in mission 
hospitals. There certainly aren’t even enough of them 
available to take over jobs in government hospitals. 
And I would think that they would fill the govern- 
ment hospital posts quicker than they would the mis- 
sion hospital posts. However, there was a gratifying 
tendency on the part of many missionaries to under- 
stand that one of their major roles was to educate an 
African to assume their own jobs. A few medical 
specialists in missions have no concept of this and 
are greatly shocked at the thought that Africans 
could ever take their place. 
Question: Are there trained national physicians in any 
of the mission hospitals today? 
Dr. Koop: Except in Egypt I saw no trained national 
physician working in a mission hospital. Many African 
medical assistants are doing the work of physicians in 
hospitals. One of the problems of the future is the 
financing of African doctors who want to work in 
mission hospitals. The national church is not able to 
support them and it is not the policy of American or 
British boards to do so.

The 
trial 
of 
Adoli 
ichmann 


Here is the background of a historic trial. By RALPH L. KEIPER 


N JERUSALEM, a trial which is 
likely to become one of the 
most historic in modern history has 
just begun. It is the trial of Adolf 
Eichmann, the notorious butcher of 
over six million Jews who were put 
to death during the Nazi era. David 
Ben-Gurion, head of the Israeli gov- 
ernment, has seen to it that the trial 
is amply publicized. 

Last May, Eichmann, who had 
disappeared from Germany in 1946, 
was discovered in Argentina by the 
agents of the Israeli Secret Intelli- 
gence. At the fall of Berlin he had 
bragged that he would leap happily 
into his grave with six million deaths 
on his conscience. He did not make 
this fatal leap, but instead he es- 
caped his judges through plastic sur- 
gery for disguise and overseas hide- 
outs for safety. However, he forgot 
to count on the dogged determi- 
nation of the Veterans of the Jewish 
Underground who, by stedfast deter- 
mination, discovered his scent and 
tracked him down. They abducted 
him and took him to Israel looking 
forward to the day when Jewish 


blood would be finally avenged. 

Since his capture, Eichmann has 
become the center of world atten- 
tion. Jews everywhere rejoice that 
“the most blood-thirsty killer of all” 
—the Nazi S.S. colonel who planned 
and directed the extermination of 
six million of their race—is to re- 
ceive his due. 

We fully appreciate the feelings 
of Israel. It is hard to be objective 
when not only the blood of your 
race, but even the blood of your 
relatives and immediate family are 
involved. We, too, are revolted by 
the spectacle of human scum that 
would comb Jews from a country in 
the same manner that anyone would 
comb lice from their hair. Many will 
stop their ears and close their eyes 
at the recital of such horrible events; 
yet the biblical lesson again has been 
demonstrated: man is_ incurably 
wicked, and apart from God he is 
capable of the most devilish deeds. 

Several months ago, Life Maga- 
zine presented excerpts from Eich- 
mann’s demonic diary. The record 
is cold-blooded, gruesome, and mer- 





ciless. Eichmann kept his accounts 
of the number of Jews eliminated 
in the same manner that a book- 
keeper would keep his ledger. He 
tells how he himself worked out the 
timetables for the obliteration of 
Europe’s Jewish population, and how 
his men rounded up Jews and put 
them on the trains that led to the 
deathly sidings at Auschwitz and 
Maidanek, or to the lime pits in 
Poland. In the spirit of a cold- 
blooded businessman, Eichman re- 
lates that he considered that the 
method of killing the Jews in Poland 
was too inefficient, and that ways 
whereby the Jews could be liqui- 
dated on a wholesale basis must be 
found. This became his favorite proj- 
ect. 

As Eichmann faces his judges, 
what are his feelings concerning his 
bloody past? “In actual fact,” he 
writes, “I was merely a little cog in 
the machinery that carried out the 
directives and orders of the German 
Reich. I am neither a murderer nor 
a mass murderer. I am a man of 
average character with good qual- 
ities and many faults. I was not the 
‘Czar of the Jews,’ as a Paris news- 
paper once called me. Nor was I 
responsible for all the good and evil 
deeds done against them. Where I 
was implicated in the physical an- 
nihilation of the Jews, I admit my 
participation freely and without pres- 
sure. After all, I was the one 
who transported the Jews to the 
camps. If I had not transported 
them, they would not have been de- 
livered to the butcher.” 

Eichmann is quick to admit that 
though he considers himself a cog 
in the German machine, he did not 
take up his assignment to liquidate 
the Jews as a victim of Nazi pres- 
sure. “I must confess that I did not 
greet this assignment with the apathy 
of an ox being led to his stall. On 
the contrary, I was fascinated with 
it.” 

Eichmann has no feeling of per- 
sonal responsibility for his crimes. 
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He revels in his patriotism for the 
Third Reich and in his obedience to 
his superiors. “Yet what is there to 
‘admit’? I carried out my orders. It 
would be as pointless to blame me 
for the whole Final Solution of the 
Jewish Problem as to blame the of- 
ficial in charge of the railroads over 
which the Jewish transports trav- 
eled. Where would we have been if 
anyone had thought things out in 
those days? You can do that today 
in the ‘new’ German Army. But 
with us an order was an order. If I 
had sabotaged the order of the one- 
time Fuehrer of the German Reich, 
Adolf Hitler, I would have been not 
only a scoundrel but a despicable 
pig, like those who broke their mil- 
itary oath to join the ranks of the 
anti-Hitler criminals in the conspir- 
acy of July 20th, 1944.” 

Does Eichmann show any spirit 
of remorse today? None at all. “I will 
not humble myself or repent in any 
way. I could do it too cheaply in to- 
day’s climate of opinion. It would 
be too easy to pretend that I had 
turned suddenly from a Saul to a 
Paul. No, I must say truthfully that 
if we had killed all the ten million 
Jews that Himmler’s statisticians 


originally listed in 1933, I would - 


say, ‘Good, we have destroyed an 
enemy.’ ” 

Thus in the light of this arrogant 
spirit, one can well understand why 
Ben-Gurion feels that it is historic 
justice that Eichmann be tried by a 
Jewish state. “Only a Jewish state 
can try him, from a moral point of 
view.” Ben-Gurion’s feeling is so in- 
tense concerning the Eichmann trial 
that he will not tolerate the sugges- 
tion that Eichmann be tried by an 
international tribunal for crimes 
against humanity. Ben-Gurion de- 
clares “only a Jew with an infer- 
iority complex would suggest such 
a thing.” Ben-Gurion maintains that 
the Jews have a perfect right to try 
Eichmann since his crimes were 
against them. Furthermore, he ar- 
gued that no nation under any con- 
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ditions has a right to question the 
right of Israel in this matter. Inci- 
dentally, this was the same argument 
that Hitler used when he began the 
persecution of the Jews back in the 
early 30’s. 

The New York Times asked 
David Ben-Gurion, “What do you 
hope to achieve by bringing Eich- 
mann to trial?” 

He replied: “We want to estab- 
lish before the nations of the world 
how millions of people, because they 
happen to be Jews, and one million 
babies, because they happen to be 
Jewish babies, were murdered by 
the Nazis. We ask the nations not 
to forget it.”’” Another reason for the 
trial he declared, “It is necessary 
that our youth remember what hap- 
pened to the Jewish people. We want 
them to know the most tragic facts 
in our history, the most tragic facts 
in world history. I don’t care whether 
they want to know them; they ought 
to know them.” 


BEN-GURION’S HATE 

The intensity of Ben-Gurion’s 
hatred for Eichmann breaks the 
bound of law and sets up a very 
dangerous precedent. When he was 
asked: “Was Eichmann illegally ab- 
ducted to Israel?”, Ben-Gurion an- 
swered “Eichmann went to Argen- 
tina illegally. Legally, there was no 
Eichmann in Argentina; at least of- 
ficially nothing was known of him. 
Those whose brothers and sisters 
were murdered by Eichmann and 
who undertook to search him out 
were right morally although perhaps 
not formally. I know they committed 
a breech of law, but sometimes there 
are moral obligations higher than 
formal law. 

“As far as we know, Eichmann 
agreed to come to Israel. But 
whether he agreed to come or not, 
he ought to be charged here.” 

We can appreciate Ben-Gurion’s 
intense interest in his people, we can 
understand his hatred because of the 
personal loss he suffered, but this 


does not justify him in flaunting the ' 
law to seek a national satisfaction. 
Hitler considered himself to be above © 
the law, and as a result six million 
Jews were liquidated. Today, the 
leaders of Communism consider 
themselves to be above the law, and 
anti-Semitism is again raising its ugly 
head in Soviet territory. It would be 
ironical indeed if the Russians 
should justify their dreadful deeds 
by appealing to the precedent set 
by Ben-Gurion. 

Israel in ancient times was the 
victim of many crimes against her. 
Then her prophets cried: “O Lord © 
God, to whom vengeance belongeth; 
O God, to whom vengeance belong- 
eth, show thyself. Lift up thyself, 
thou judge of the earth: render a 
reward to the proud. Lord, how long 
shall the wicked, how long shall the 
wicked triumph. How long shall they 
utter and speak hard things? And 
all the workers of iniquity boast 


- themselves? They break in pieces 


thy people, O Lord, and afflict thine 
heritage. They slay the widow and 
the stranger, and murder the father- 
less. Yet they say, the Lord shall 
not see, neither shall the God of 
Jacob regard it. . . . But the Lord 
is my defense; and my God is the 
rock of my refuge. And he shall 
bring upon them their own inquity, 
and shall cut them off in their own 
wickedness: Yea, the Lord our God 
shall cut them off” (Ps. 94:1-7, 22, 
23). 

Every true believer can appreciate 
Israel’s anguish in this hour which re- 
minds them of their recent trial and 
present sorrow. We must also be 
deeply concerned with Israel’s greater 
trial and greater sorrow in the future 
which a course of action, dictated by 
vengeance and hatred, is sure to bring 
upon her. Well may we pray that 
Israel and her leaders in their distress 
might remember the God of their 
fathers and appeal to Him as they 
remember His promise; “Vengeance 
is mine, I will repay, saith the Lord” 
(Deut. 32:35). 
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SCHOOL-AID BILL 


What It Means to Protestants 


As predicted by many, our first Ro- 
man Catholic President was promptly 
subjected to severe clerical pressure 
—on the question of federal aid for 
parochial schools. But as he himself 
had predicted, he seemed to be stand- 
ing firm against it. 

The ink on his education message 
was not dry before the Catholic pre- 
lates met in Washington. Immediately 
they mounted a nationwide, weil fi- 
nanced and organized, campaign. They 
demanded, as a condition to federal 
aid for public schools that they them- 
selves receive “long-term low-interest 
loans” for their own schools. 

Leo Pfeffer, leading church-state 
lawyer, called this a “gimmick.” He 
doubts that the loans would ever be 
repaid; and even if they were, the 
difference between the proposed “low 
rate” of interest and the going bank 
rate would be a government subsidy 
to the church. Kennedy said that this 
“major encounter” had not arisen in 
previous sessions and that clergymen 
“should not change their views merely 
because of the religion of the occu- 
pant of the White House.” The two 
principal intellectual Catholic week- 
lies were quite apologetic. The 
Church’s public image was becoming 
one of the “dog in the manger.” Secu- 
lar newspapers were almost unani- 
mously outraged by the Bishops’ ac- 
tion. . 

The clumsiness of the prelates may 
spell success for the Kennedy pro- 
gram—without parochial school aid. 
But Kennedy himself and supporters 
of church-state separation are guilty 
of a certain inconsistency which can 
arise to plague them either this year 
or later. To correct it, Protestants and 
Jews would have to risk losing some 
government aid they are themselves 
now receiving. 

For a long time, churches have re- 
ceived certain indirect federal aid: col- 
lege loans, grants and scholarships, 
hospital loans and grants, “surplus” 
food donated by Uncle Sam to foreign 
missions, etc. etc. 

Of course, parochial school aid 
would be a much more disastrous de- 
parture from our tradition than as- 
sistance given to church colleges, etc., 
in the past. And two wrongs do not 
make a right. Past sins do not justify 
future transgressions. The storied 200- 
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pound southern servant girl who 
warned a child against overeating was 
technically correct when she added, 
“Don’t do as I do, boy, do as I say.” 
But her moral authority would have 
been vastly increased if she was not 
herself so overweight. The chance of 
repelling Catholic efforts for parochial 
school aid would also be increased if 
Protestant and Jewish defenders would 
admit that aid to their own colleges 
and universities is also invalid. This 
would mean withdrawal of President 
Kennedy’s recommendation for new 
grants to sectarian colleges. 

Monsignor Frederick G. Hochwalt, 
representing the Catholic hierarchy 
knew just how to probe this weakness. 
The theme of his statement was: “We 
have the courageous example of gov- 
ernment aid to our colleges without 
discrimination. My petition today 
points out the need to grant similar 
assistance to the elementary and sec- 
ondary schools by way of long-term 
low-interest-rate loans.” 

In defense, Kennedy tried to dis- 
tinguish between grade schools and 
colleges on the ground that the one is 
compulsory and the other not. The 
New York Times said that Kennedy 
had made “a sophisticated legal point” 
but the Washington Star said that to 
the average American, “it may sound 
like so much Mumbo-Jumbo.” 

To eliminate the Mumbo-Jumbo, 
Protestants may have to assume an 
“all-out” position on separation of 
church and state applicable alike to 
grade school and to college. 

The loss to colleges from such a 
policy might be heavy. But it would 
be heavier for Catholic colleges than 
for those of the Protestant and Jewish 
“traditions.” 

Catholic colleges are, each and 
everyone of them, an integral part of 
the Church itself. For all practical pur- 
poses they are owned and controlled 
by the Pope, supreme head of that 
Church. 

“Protestant” schools, according to 
NCC Executive Secretary Gerald 
Knoff, are “controlled by the churches 
in varying degrees, ranging all the 
way from a benevolent concern grow- 
ing out of an historical relationship 
to complete control of policies and 
day-by-day administration.” Grants in 
aid to schools are objectionable either 





(a) because they are for a religious 
purpose or (b) because they are given 
to a church or to a church subsidary. 
To be consistent, all colleges should 
surrender aid granted for religious 


. purposes, e.g. for teaching of “cate- 


chism” or the study of theology. Such 
grants are really indefensible. 

As to. grants for non-religious 
studies, the second standard would 
have to be applied. “Protestant col- 
leges” which are not organically con- 
nected with a denomination but 
merely the subjects of “benevolent 
concern growing out of an historical 
relationship” would probably not be 
barred from receiving such grants. 
But grants to Catholic colleges, owned 
body and soul by the Pope, in which 
Catholic theology is supposed to “per- 
meate” every subject, even driver- 
training, would find hard going even 
as to loans for non-religious purposes. 

Why is the Roman Church fighting 
so hard? Because this looks like a life 
and death struggle for the very exist- 
ence of the separate, religiously seg- 
regated, parochial school system. “The 
government,” says Monsignor Hoch- 
walt, “ought not to take any steps 
which would force the private schools 
out of business.” Is he exaggerating? 
Seemingly not. For a long time Cath- 
olics have been asking themselves 
whether parochial schools—and even 
Catholic colleges—can continue to 
exist in their present form. Here are 
a few examples: 


Father R. A. Carlin, Catholic school 
administrator, delegate to» the White 
House Conference on Children and 
Youth, says that “I question whether 
parochial primary schools, as well as 
secondary, are economically justified.” 
America, the Jesuit Magazine, says, “If 
the resources of the American Catholic 
community are not sufficient to provide 
a complete Catholic schooling for all 
Catholic children, some kind of reor- 
ganization is clearly indicated.” 
George N. Shuster, ex-head of Hunter 
College, holder of the Roman Catholic 
Laetare Medal, thinks the beginning 
should be made in the colleges. He 
urges less stress on them and that 
priests now teaching trigonometry and 
running football teams might be better 
employed administering sacraments and 
preaching to “Catholic Club” members 
at secular and nonsectarian colleges. 
Monsignor William E. McManus, Arch- 
diocesan school superintendent of Chi- 
sago, says that “it may be necessary to 
discontinue first and second grades at 
a few parish schools next September.” 
Mary Tinley Daley, woman’s page edi- 
tor of the Catholic Standard of Wash- 
ington, D. C., says, “Let’s face it, in 
many communities, Catholic parents 
cannot afford school buildings, an ade- 
quate teaching staff, transportation, all 
required for proper education ... .” 


Actual steps are being taken in an- 
ticipation of the time when the hope 
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for federal aid expires and the “re- 
organization” must begin. Father 
Leonard Kelly of Fairport, N.Y. has 
built not a general parochial school 
but a much less costly “school of re- 
ligion.” It is attended by Catholic pub- 
lic school pupils. It requires only four 
nuns as compared with 17 or 18 that 
a regular school would need. The sis- 
ters are well trained for teaching or 
catechism, but their skill in other sub- 
jects is sometimes doubtful. Father 
Kelly seems highly pleased. ° 

This fear of dissolution of the paro- 
chial school system explains the vir- 
ulence of the Bishops’ attack on the 
first Catholic President’s program. 
They have a lot to lose. The New 
York Times says that the Church is 
“now testing its strength as a political 
force in this country” and adopting the 
role of a “major and powerful lobby.” 
The force of this onslaught is not to 
be underestimated. 


Tokyo Crusade 

Some 3,000 prayer groups through- 
out Japan have begun praying for the 
month-long Tokyo Christian Crusade 
which will start May 6. Evangelist 
Bob Pierce of World Vision will be 
the main speaker. 

A Tokyo newspaper has commented 
that the Crusade “will be the biggest 
event ever held in Tokyo except the 
demonstrations and May Day pa- 
rades.” 

Dr. -Ken Muto and Dr. Akiji Kuru- 
mada, Japanese churchmen serving as 
leaders of the Crusade, have expressed 
the confidence that this “most unique 
evangelistic campaign ever attempted 
in a non-Christian nation” will bring 
thousands of new believers into the 
churches of Tokyo. 


Report from China 

There is a sordid sameness typifying 
reports concerning the present condi- 
tion in Communist China. Even from 
left-veering and directiy Communist 
sources, as well as from travelers and 
the steady flow of refugees, the trum- 
peted claims of the “Great Leap For- 
ward” are muffled by reports of trag- 
edy. 

In order to maintain the machinery 
of a vast police state, Red China con- 
tinues to barter precious food for fire- 
arms—800,000 tons in 9 months to 
Russia! Aggravated by drought and 
national calamities on a_ national 
scale, half a million people are suf- 
fering from the worst famine in a 
hundred years. Hungry people are a 
desperate people. In spite of physical 
weakness and malnutrition, there are 
frequent reports of revolt and sabotage 
on the part of farmers and students. 
The familiar cycle is completed by 
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mass arrests and bloody purges. A 
reported 2% million people were ar- 
rested and convicted last year on 
charges of “sabotage.” This is a ter- 
rifying spectre—drought, famine, dis- 
ease, revolt, purges and the expected 
result—a further ugly shackling of the 
minds and bodies of men, women and 
young people. 

In the midst of it all stands the 
church of the Lord Jesus Christ. Its 
members, like the masses, are inevit- 


ably involved, bruised and buffeted, 
maligned and ridiculed, bloody but. un- 
bowed. 

God forbid that the church in the 
free world should sin by ceasing to 
pray for their suffering brethren in 
bonds. 


Clergy Not Communistic 


“The impression among many 
Americans that the Protestant denom- 





inations, in particular, have been 
subjected to alarming infiltration and 
influence by Communists” has been 
called “a patent falsehood” by Chief 
Inspector William C. Sullivan of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

The FBI official last week addressed 
some 1,000 clergymen at a meeting 
sponsored by the U.S. Citizens’ Com- 
mittee of Cincinnati, Ohio. 

Declaring that the Communist Party 
in the U.S. has not achieved “any 





NEW RELIGIOUS FILM 


The finest religious film of recent 
years was Martin Luther. The way 
in which it brought alive the great 
reformer and his times was a dis- 
tinguished achievement, showing the 
heights to which the motion picture 
may attain when used with artistic 
integrity for noble ends. 

And now the Lutheran churches 
of this country which gave us that 
picture, have done it again. The 
new film, under the same producers 
(Louis de Rochemont Associates) 
who made Martin Luther, is en- 
titled Question 7. Far removed in 
locale and subject matter from its 
predecessor, Question 7 wrestles 
with one of the most agonizing of 
present-day issues. 

A German pastor is assigned a par- 
ish in East Germany, where the 
former minister has been sentenced 
to five years of hard labor because 
of faithful proclamation of God’s 
Word. Although a man of tact and 
discretion, the new pastor soon 
finds himself at loggerheads with 
the police. There is a frightening 
resemblance between the actions of 
the East German authorities and 
the way in which the Nazi regime 
sought to stifle Christian conscience 
in Hitler’s day. The officials who 
harry the pastor are not Russians 
but ordinary Germans who once 
again have capitulated to totalitar- 
ianism. Through a series of small 
incidents, it becomes perfectly clear 
that the “people’s government” will 
not tolerate the consistent practice 
of Christian life and witness. Such 
incidents as the clandestine bap- 
tism of a child who is also dedi- 
cated to the state in a neo-pagan 
ceremony show the dilemma of the 
ordinary Christian. 

With unerring strategy the au- 
thorities attack the pastor, who will 
not compromise, through his son, 





Drama in East Germany

Peter, a teen-age boy and a greatly 
gifted pianist. The scenes in the 
school room are notable for their 
poignant realism. The teacher is 
persuasively portrayed and the re- 
sponses of the pupils to a Marxist- 
centered education are thoroughly 
believable. Subtly and _ inevitably 
the son’s talent is made the tool 
of Communist propaganda. He is 
persuaded to play at a cultural pro- 
gram given by his classmates in a 
factory. This leads to an offer to 
represent the town in a festival in 
East Berlin, his participation as the 
son of a Christian pastor being 
widely advertised. The crucial issue 
becomes a questionnaire which 
Peter and his classmates must an- 
swer in accord with Marxist prin- 
ciples. 

The story moves with absorbing 
logic. There is a “rightness” about 
the picture that carries full con- 
viction. Not only was it filmed in 
Germany but it is also based in

_ pecially Peter, the adolescent boy 


part upon actual events. The great 
dramatic power of Question 7 
comes from its wonderfully con- 
trolled realism. There is no labored 
moralizing, but the fortitude of 
Christian devotion and the power 
of the Word of God spring to life 
through actual situations. The part 
of the pastor is superbly played. 
Whereas Hollywood has not as yet 
succeeded in authentically portray- 
ing a Protestant clergyman, this 
picture shows, without one false 
note, a deeply Christian pastor un- 
der utmost stress. The scenes in 
the church and in the pulpit carry 
great conviction. The climax of the 
film reveals the Word of God in all 
its naked power, as the pastor in 
defiance of the authorities stands 
in the pulpit proclaiming one of 
Paul’s most eloquent passages (II 
Cor. 4:8-18), while the police walk 
down the aisle. Other characters, 
notably the pastor’s wife and es- 


who must decide between his God 
and the Communist state, are played 
on a similarly high level. 

Christians should make every ef- 
fort to see this film and to urge 
others to see it. Its implications 
for education are searching; it 
shows the extent to which Com- 
munism permeates an East German 
school, thus setting in contrasting 
light the crying need for full integ- 
rity in Christian education whether 
in the church school or in the inde- 
pendent school. But most of all the 
picture rebukes the softness of 
much of the religious life (includ- 
ing that of evangelicals) in our 
country today. Looking at it is a 
thought-provoking experience. For 
young people to see Question 7 will 
do more to face them with the na- 
ture of the deadly conflict of our 
times than many lectures and books. 
But this is by no means a picture 
merely for youth. Intellectually and 
artistically it stands on a very high 
level. Many Christians will be hum- 
bled by it; no one, believer or other- 
wise, will view it without being 
deeply stirred. 
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substantial success in exerting domi- 
nation or influence over America’s 
clergymen or religious institutions on 
a national level.” Mr. Sullivan said: 
“There can be no question as to the 
loyalty of the overwhelming majority 
of the American clergy to the nation 
and the fact that they have been among 
the most consistent and vigorous op- 

For tactical reasons, the Commu- 
nists have included American religious 
ists have included American religious 
leaders among their targets, Sullivan 
said, and have been quick to capitalize 
on statements that happen to coincide 
with the Communist Party line. “They 
have been especially alert,” he pointed 
out, “in exploiting utterances on such 
popular issues as peace, civil liberties 
and racial discrimination.” 

“Some well-meaning, intelligent and 
patriotic people of distinction, includ- 
ing clergymen,” have been duped “in 
their laudable desire to champion 
legitimate reforms,” Sullivan told the 
ministers. 


Schools Merge 

The trustees of Fuller Theological 
Seminary, Pasadena, Calif., and Wi- 
nona Lake School of Theology, Winona 
Lake, Ind., have announced merger 
plans for the two schools. Under the 
new arrangement, Winona Lake 
School of Theology will become the 
Summer School Division of Fuller 
Theological Seminary. Dr. Harold 
John Ockenga, Chairman of the Board 
of Trustees and Acting President of 
Fuller, has announced that Dr. John 
A. Huffman, former president of Wi- 
nona Lake School of Theology, will 
become a trustee of Fuller and will 
serve as Director of Fuller Theological 
Seminary Summer School Division at 
Winona Lake, Ind. 


Gain Accreditation 

Two Christian schools with a Bible 
college heritage recently attained re- 
gional accreditation, marking the first 
time such recognition has been given. 

Barrington College, former Provi- 
dence Bible Institute, was regionally 
accredited by the New England Associ- 
ation of Colleges on December 2, 
1960. Less than three months later, 
Biola College was granted full accredi- 
tation by the Western College Associ- 
ation. Biola was begun in 1908 as the 
Bible Institute of Los Angeles. 

It is hoped that other Bible colleges 
may similarly receive regional ac- 
creditation in the near future. 

Although Bible Colleges have their 
own accreditating association—The 
Accreditating Association of Bible 
Colleges, begun in 1947, which now 
has 48 members—double accreditation 
is desirable. Regional accreditation 
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means at least three things for a Bible 
college: 

(1) Wider acceptance of Bible col- 
lege credits and degrees .by theological 
seminaries and graduate schools; 

(2) Eligibility to apply for grants 
to those foundations which limit their 
support to regionally accredited in- 
stitutions; 

(3) Greater assurance to parents, 
students and donors that the school is 
fully meeting recognized academic 
standards.

Question: Is there a reticence on the 
part of the missions to bring in such 
people or is it because of a lack of 
trained Africans? 

Dr. Koop: The number of people who 
would be eligible for such positions is 
small. New African graduates do not 
seem to be attracted to mission hos- 
pitals. In Nigeria where there are about 
250 African doctors, most are in private 
practice or government service. 
Question: What is the relation of the 
mission hospital to the national church? 
Dr. Koop: That varies with the country. 
In Uganda the relationship of the oldest 
mission hospital in Kampala to the 
national church is just exactly the way it 
ought to be. It is supported by the 
national church and is a part of the 
national church. 

Question: Would there be a reticence 
on the part of the missionary board 
to relinquish its authority over a hos- 
pital and surrender to a _ national 
church? 

Dr. Koop: At this stage of the game, 
certainly. The experience of turning 
medical facilities over to the indigen- 
ous church has not been a happy one 
in several notable places. Without the 
restraining hand of the foreign mis- 
sionary, medical standards have 
slipped, and petty labor problems have 
assumed great proportions. In_ the 
Congo, for example, the forced evac- 
uation of the missionaries at the time 
of independence thrust responsibility 
on Congolese Christian medical assist- 
ants (not physicians) who now resent

the return of the missionary in any 
capacity but that of a consultant. This 
means that young men with a sixth 
grade education and three years of 
nursing school are practicing medi- 
cine. Are we justified in supplying 
drugs and equipment to them if they 
resent the better care provided by 
qualified medical missionaries? 
Question: I imagine the medical situ- 
ation in the Union of South Africa 
is unlike the rest of Africa? 

Dr. Koop: In South Africa I had very 
little opportunity to see medical mis- 
sions at work but I did see govern- 
ment medicine. The policy of segre- 
gation, of course, makes one of the 
major differences. Medicine among the 
European population, as they call it, 
is on a par with our own. In the gov- 
ernment hospital for natives there 
seem to be few opportunities for an 
active Christian witness. So, I believe 
the major medical witness for the 
Christian in the Union would have to 
be through mission hospitals and these 
primarily in relatively non-urban areas 
Question: Does the policy of apart- 
heid in South Africa affect the medi- 
cal missionary work? 

Dr. Koop; Not at the moment, be- 
cause most of the medical missionary 
work is done in remote areas and, as 


you know, the more urban the popu- 
lation, the more strict is the apartheid. 
It does refiect, however, upon medical 
education. Medical education is just 
as segregated as is any other phase of 
of South African life. There is one 
medical school for nationals and four 
for the exclusive use of the whites. 
The medical school at Durban is for 
the nationals. 

Question: Did you happen to visit 
that school? 

Dr. Koop: No I didn’t but Ray 
Knighton visited it and he found there 
was an active Christian fellowship on 
the campus. 

Question: The Congo has been in the 
news more than any other country. 
What about the medical situation 
there? 

Dr. Koop: There are roughly 100 
physicians in the Congo, which is a 
land mass about as big as Europe ex- 
cept for Spain. Twenty-five of these 
physicians are employees of mining 
interests in Katanga and only take 
care of mining employees. An addi- 
tional 25 are working for various gov- 
ernments in the Congo and are em- 
ployed in public health, sanitation and 
in local dispensaries. The remaining 50 
—or one half of the whole medical 
force are medical missionaries, and most 





of these are in Leopoldville Province, a 
few are in South Kasai. 

Question: Are there any Roman 
Catholic medical missionaries there? 
Dr. Koop: No, there are practically 
no Roman Catholic medical mission- 
aries in the Congo. One leading Ro- 
man Catholic spokesman told Ray 
Knighton that they don’t need medi- 
cal missionaries in the Congo since 
they have Roman Catholic doctors in 
government hospitals and they do the 
job very well. 

Question: Are Congolese nations be- 
ing trained in medicine? 

Dr. Koop: Hardly. The opportunity 
for training exists in only one place 
and that is at the Roman Catholic 
University of Louvanium in Leopold- 
ville. But the major problem is that so 
few young men are adequately edu- 
cated to enter university level. This 
year Louvanium University will grad- 
uate its first two Congolese doctors. 
Next year they will graduate three, 
but the following year there are none 
in the class. 

Question: Hasn’t anything been done 
for the Congo in these crucial times? 
Dr. Koop: Any major effort by Amer- 
ican Christians has been stymied by 
our government’s fear of criticism for 
unilateral action in sending doctors to 
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the Congo. The U.N. has not re- 
cruited physicians except through the 
Red Cross and the World Health Or- 
ganization. I am sure a number of 
men would have gone if proper ar- 
rangements could have been made at 
home. Young physicians could cer- 
tainly have served in the Congo in 
lieu of military service. 

The Congo Protestant relief agency 
delivered a million dollars worth of 
drugs to Leopoldville. When I was 
there, they were still in warehouses 
because satisfactory arrangments for 
air transport could not be made with 
the U.N. Drug supplies in the interior 
were exhausted. 

Question: What are the opportunities 
for American Christian medical men 
in the Congo today? 

Dr. Koop: Both government and mis- 
sion hospitals and dispensaries need 
physicians. Most are in the hands of 
nurses trained by missionaries in days 
past. Many of the American and Brit- 
ish doctors who are now there will 
return home on furlough this year or 
next. Most are there without their fam- 
ilies. It would take 500 or 600 doctors 
to fill the former medical posts. 
Question: But doesn’t the political sit- 
uation preclude anyone going there at 
the present time? 

Dr. Koop: I don’t think that this is 
true in  Leopoldville Province or 
Equatorial Province. I also believe that 
medical people would be welcomed in 
South Kasai and in Katanga. The 
American press implies that there is 
tremendous unrest in Leopoldville and 
its environs. This was not obvious 
when I was there. Certainly I would 
think that any doctor wishing to go to 
the Congo today would be welcomed. 
Whether or not a man would want to 
move his family in there is quite an- 
other matter. 

Question: Are mission hospitals open 
to non-missionary doctors? 

Dr. Koop: Usually not, except on a 
short-term basis. 

Question: From the standpoint of a 
Christian witness what would be the 
possibility of Christian doctors out on 
a short term basis? 

Dr. Koop: I think the plan has tre- 
mendous merit. In the Congo six 
months of adequate staffing of a hos- 
pital would be just that much more 
than that particular hospital has at 
the present time. 

The Congo Protestant Relief 
Agency is presently flying a team of 
two from place to place in order to 
spread medical service, no matter how 
thin, over a wider area. Short term 
missionaries could certainly help in 
such a program. Elsewhere in Africa 
in addition to this type of opportunity, 
specialists are needed for problem 
cases and for teaching.

contagion of spiritual joy. 

Spirit-guided talking was prevalent 
in the early Church. Something happens 
when one person hears another like 
himself express his faith in his own 
words. Something great is demanded 
when a soul must put into words his 
own faith, understanding and emotions. 
Talking brings to the fore the living 
edge of the mind and enables other 
living spiritual tissue to be grafted on 
to it. Most of this was lost when the 
Church became an institution of organ- 
ized orators and observers. But over the 
years many pastors were forced to ad- 
mit that more growth took place in 
their prayer meetings, cell groups, tes- 
timony services and Sunday school 
classes than in their services of wor- 
ship. These Wednesday services were a 
conclusive showing that, as in the New 
Testament Church, worship and growth, 
adoration and expression, education and 
service, go hand in hand. Our programs 
in education, evangelism, worship and 
stewardship would be revolutionized if 
we remembered that the Holy Spirit 
cannot change anyone unless there is 
a personal response to what God is 
doing. 

Getting back to the Wednesday pro- 
grams, it is important to close on time. 
Little groups may form and remain if 
they wish. The leader of each table 
encouraged five minutes of prayer, after 
which he made a two-minute report to 
the whole assembly about the direction 
and results of that table’s discussion. 
From time to time the leader would 
pose a question to the pastor who would 
speak to it for several minutes. The 
evening program came to an end when 
everyone stood and the pastor pro- 
nounced the benediction. 

The results were marvelous, only the 
people were resentful that the series 
was so short. Next year it will be much 
longer. Undoubtedly, these workshops 
of the Spirit could be conducted in a 
series on evangelism, stewardship or 
missions.

(3) Offer your own problems and 
testimonies of victory without being 
sentimental, overly pious, or pharisaic. 

(4) Remember that one of the Spir- 
it’s fruits is joy. 

(5) Be completely understanding, re- 
spectful and sympathetic to the plight 
and contributions of other persons. 
Never judge. Never lecture. 

(6) Let the Spirit guide the group 
into useful Christian avenues of service. 
Rejoice especially over attempts of 
members to witness to Christ and His 
saving power. 

(7) Encourage prayer, but do not 
attempt to force any present to pray 
against his will. 

(8) Offer Scripture never in defense 
of an argument, but as encouragement 
and as a reference of personal testi- 
mony. 

(9) Discover why love is greater 
than faith and hope. 

(10) Be prompt in closing. 

Whenever you create the environ- 
ment for personal contact between the 
Holy Spirit and God’s people something 
vital is bound to happen. If this method 
of creating such an environment is not 
a panacea, it is the closest we have come 
to one.

party can begin. But alas, he was sharply 
reprimanded by his supervisor (unjustly, 
he felt) before he left for home, hit a 
series of exasperating traffic snarls en- 
route home, and feels as festive as the 
intended victim of a cannibal feast. His 
greeting is a series of irritated outbursts 
which shatters the festive expectations. 
Unless he senses what happened and 
takes steps to recoup the occasion, the 
meal may simply be gulped down in 
frozen silence. 

The reverse is equally possible. Let us 
picture the kind of day in which every- 
thing goes wrong for mother. The 
washer breaks down during the first 
load of clothes, with mounds of needed 
clothing waiting to be washed. A swarm 
of door-to-door salesmen have inter- 
rupted her frantic efforts to make up 
for time lost in making other arrange- 
ments to keep the family in clean cloth- 
ing. One particularly pesky salesman 
lingered for almost an hour. To get rid 
of him, she finally bought more than 
$17 worth of stuff she really didn’t 
want. All day the children have been 
as pleasant as a bear with a boil on his 
nose. To top it off, the cake she baked 
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for dessert fell. She is kneeling by the 
oven frosting the cake with her tears, 
and the children are brawling again 
when Dad bursts merrily through the 
door. He was notified of a promotion. 
To celebrate, he stopped to buy some 
long wanted toys for the children and 
flowers for mother. After seeing the 
children restored to humor and tearing 
at the packages, Dad turns to Mother 
to see that she gets an extra warm greet- 
ing. He assures her that saddleback 
cake always has been his favorite kind 
—and suddenly everyone is enjoying 
himself hugely. 

These incidents are admittedly man- 
ufactured to make a point, but situa- 
tions like this are not unusual in many 
homes. One time Dad is the villain; an- 
other time the hero. Because men, 
women and children are what they are, 
it is easiest for Dad to be hero or vil- 
lain. This stems mainly from his mascu- 
line qualities, but is furthered by the 
novelty effect produced by the fact that 
he is away all day. This makes it es- 
sential that the father who is a Chris- 
tian gives priority to infusing his home 
with an atmosphere of warmth, for- 
giveness, wise discipline, and mutual 
respect among the members of his fam- 
ily. Good family relationships must be 
considered as of more importance than 
his pride or his. prerogatives, so that 
he will take whatever initiative is neces- 
sary to keep the channels of communi- 
cation open and free between himself 
and other members of his family. 

Of course, it is impossible for any 
husband to create a good emotional cli- 
mate in his home alone. This comes 
from the cooperative effort of every 
member of the family. But his domi- 
nant moods and his approach to the 
other members is the seed pearl. 

A warm, friendly emotional climate 
provides a good foundation for dis- 
cipline; it provides encouragement, 
help, and healing as family members 
seeks respite at home from life’s buffet- 
ings. Possibly its most far-reaching con- 
tribution is its aid to the spiritual effec- 
tiveness of the home. 

Thus, the emotional climate facili- 
tates or hinders the husband’s efforts to 
discharge his most far-reaching re- 
sponsibilities, the spiritual growth of 
his family. Any thoughtful husband is 
bound to feel his inadequacy as he con- 
siders the scope of his responsibilities 
to his home. But God has invited those 
who feel their lack of wisdom to ask 
of Him, “who gives to all men gener- 
ously and without reproaching” (James 
1:5). Moreover, God himself pointed 
out long ago that it was not good for 
man to be alone and provided him with 
what He intended should be a suitable 
helper, his wife. Her contribution is in- 
valuable. In the next article, I want to 
analyze the biblical command, “Wives, 
submit yourself to your own husbands.”

Future historians will call these days 
the epoch of “new sounds.” With the 
enormous improvements in recording 
techniques made in the past several 
years, culminating in the recent devel- 
opments in stereophonic sound, record 
manufacturers seem to be vying with 
one another to put every conceivable 
sound and noise into the living room of 
the record-buyer. 

Our homes are alive with the sounds 
of onrushing trains, ping-pong balls, 
volcanic eruptions, and undersea noises, 
to say nothing of the ubiquitous barrel 
organs and steel bands. Indeed, many 
noises which we would gladly keep out 
of our homes, are now brought in on 
costly, shiny black discs, meticulously 
preserved for our wilting ears in glori- 
ous high-fidelity sound. 

Such is definitely not the case with 
the “new sound” heard on the record- 
ing under discussion. While the sound 
of the Schulmerich “Carillon Ameri- 
cana” may be new to many, it is not in 
any sense a musical “gimmick.” It is a 
musical instrument of very great beauty 
and almost boundless usefulness. 

The various bells heard on this record 
are beautiful in quality and are suscepti- 
ble to almost infinite dynamic grada- 
tions, making them highly adaptable to 
divergent types of music. John Klein, 
the distinguished carilloneur and com- 
poser, plays them with full knowledge 
of their capabilities. 

The anonymous chorus and organist 
are excellent, when they can be heard. 
The bells are very much in the fore- 
ground, and everybody else, soloists in- 
cluded, sound as though they were sing- 
ing in the next room, with the door 
between tightly shut. Knowing Klein 
to be a musician of much experience 
I cannot think that he is responsible for 
this. Therefore I assume that the blame 
must be laid at the door of RCA’s 
engineers. 

Even so, this record is highly recom- 
mended for the sheer beauty of the 
bells and the glimpse given of the possi- 
bilities inherent in the combination of 
these bells with voices and instruments.

This is really quite a remarkable rec- 
ord. It is so easy to over-arrange and 
thereby to cheapen beloved old hymns. 
These two highly gifted musicians, Mag- 
nuson and Carmichael, resist the temp- 
tation to do this, and the result is a 
tasteful, exciting recording. The arrange- 
ments are colorful, but they stay on the 
right side of the boundary line between 
good and questionable taste. Listen to 
the enchanting “Jesus Bids Us Shine” 
for sheer charm, for instance. 

Word’s stereo sound is excellent, 
without an overdose of directionality, 
but with depth and dimension. The 
playing and the singing (there is a 
vocal ensemble in the background part 
of the time) are delightful. You ought 
to hear this one. 


MISCELLANEOUS

When I saw the title of this record, 
my immediate, unregenerate reaction 
was, “What makes you think I'll enjoy 
it?” I have to make this public confes- 
sion, because, as it turned out, I found 
the record very enjoyable indeed. Com- 
ing from me, this is quite an admission, 
for this is the sort of thing of which I 
really-don’t approve. Most of the tunes 
heard here are second-rate, light music, 
to begin with. But they are played and 
sung with such bounce and enthusiasm 
that, if you can resist them, you are 
made of sterner stuff than I. 

I stopped worrying about this being 
light, theatrical stuff. I just sat back 
with a broad grin on my face and dis- 
covered, blushingly, that I was tapping 
my feet in time. That Clayton Erb, to 
mention just one: how he chews up a 
keyboard! 

I’m so thankful that these engaging 
talents are at the Lord’s disposal, and 
not wasted in the desert atmosphere of 
a nightclub or theater.

There are so many fine things to 
recommend this program of a cappella 
choral music that it is tnreasonable to 
quibble about an occasional detail. The 
tone quality of the group is good, the 
diction excellent, and the repertoire 
stimulating. Surely Robert Woods de- 
serves highest praise for inspiring his 
young singers to sing with such quality 
and spirit. 

The composers of the various com- 
positions are not. named on the record 
jacket, but this omission is corrected 
on the record label itself. I would 
particularly commend to you the open- 
ing Alleluia by the distinguished con- 
temporary composer, Randall Thomp- 
son, and O Worship the Lord by 
Rachmaninoff. What a stunning piece 
this is, and what a splendidly idiomatic 
performance the group gives it!

Under the direction of James Mc-

spread to many communities in the 
British Isles, in New Zealand, and 
throughout Australia. The membership 
of the choral groups is composed only 
of out and out believers. In the words 
of McRoberts, “Preaching may be a 
necessity caused by sin, singing is a 
necessity caused by salvation; preach- 
ing may end on earth, but singing is 
eternal.” 

The sound produced by the large 
male chorus is warm and rich. While 
the singing is not elegant or particularly 
artistic, it is sincere and forceful. I 
have only one objection, and that is 
the electronic diminuendo heard at the 
end of every selection. Since there is 
no other attempt at dynamic variation, 
this sounds entirely artificial and there- 
fore out of place. 

One word of caution: if you glance 
at the list of contents and think that 
you see some of your favorites listed, 
please note that the tunes are in general 
not the ones familiar to us on this side 
of the Atlantic.

YOUR QUESTIONS 
ANSWERED 


In this department of ETERNITY Magazine, Herbert Henry Ehrenstein answers 
questions regarding biblical understanding, spiritual truth and the Christian life. 





Question: To be very frank, I do not like the old-fashioned religion your magazine 
offers. I can’t see any reason why I cannot earn my way to heaven. 


ANSWER: Frankly, I can see no reason either why you shouldn’t earn your way 
into heaven if you wish. God has certainly made provision for those who prefer 
a religion of works to come to Him at last in this way. 

There is one thing to keep in mind however, with regard to this method of 
approaching God; it must be done in God’s prescribed way. In other words, if 
you can furnish God a perfect life without a single flaw from the cradle to the 
grave, He will accept you into His heaven. But remember: there dare not be a 
single sinful thought, word or deed all through life. 

You see, when you place yourself under such a “religion of works,” you ‘fall 
into the category described by St. Paul; “all who rely on works of the law are 
under a curse; for it is written, ‘cursed be every one who does not abide by all 
things written in the book of the law, and do them’” (Gal. 3:10). If you are 
going to come to God by good works, you voluntarily bring yourself under the 
curse here imposed. You must keep the whole law of God without breaking a 
single requirement. For, “whoever keeps the whole law but fails in one point 
has become guilty of all of it” (James 2:10). If you so much as veer away 
from perfection to the slightest degree, you become just as guilty before’ God 
as if you had broken every law in the book. 

Now, if you wish to use this method of gaining heaven, this is up to you. But 
you will never make it! For Ecclesiastes 7:20 tells us that there is not a single 
person on the earth who lives a good life and never commits any sin. If one sin 
is sufficient to condemn you, you can readily see that there isn’t a chance of your 
reaching heaven by good works. 

But, the other alternative—and the only other—is to realize that Jesus Christ 
has already borne the curse for you. “Christ redeemed us from the curse of the 
law, having become a curse for us. . .” (Gal. 3:13). “For our sake [God] made 
him to be sin who knew no sin, so that in him we might become the righteousness 
of God” (II Cor. 5:21). These are the two alternatives for reaching heaven: 
a life of sinlessness—impossible! faith in Jesus Christ as the Substitute who bore 
the curse for us—gloriously possible! 


Question: In Hebrews 10:26, we are told that deliberate sin after being saved may 
cause us to be lost again. Does this not contradict the doctrine of eternal security? 


ANSWER: In the first place, it must be remembered that this text was written 
to Hebrews, as the book’s title implies. Some of these Hebrews had already come 
out of their Old Testament way of life and had become true followers of Jesus 
Christ. But some were still hovering on the borderline. They had given serious 
consideration to the claims of the Gospel and had had the full knowledge of 
Christ’s saving work presented to them. Because they had become thus enlight- 
ened, Paul issued the warning of this text. If they, now having full knowledge of 
Christ’s saving work, were to turn their backs upon Him at that point, they would 
be sinning grievously. 

And, they could no longer say: “Oh well, we’ve got the sacrificial system to rely 
upon. We'll just have a lamb killed and that will cover our sin as usual.” “Oh 
no!” says the Apostle Paul. “Once you have become enlightened as to the true 
way of salvation, there is no longer any other sacrifice for sins, but a fearful 
prospect of judgment . . .” When this text is understood in this light, the seeming 
contradiction with reference to eternal security disappears. For these are not 
believers; they are first century Jews who had heard the claims of Christ and 
could no longer turn to the Old Testament sacrificial system for cleansing from 
their sins. Their only hope was to go on to full faith in Christ. This, they were 
responsible to do. In the same way, today, any person who has heard the message 
of the Gospel of Christ can no longer plead ignorance or innocence. He is fully 
responsible to God for his attitude toward Christ. No other savior or system of 
salvation can be adequate.

A Nation Sliding Morally Downward 


WE HOLD THESE TRUTHS. John Court- 
ney Murray, S.J. Sheed and Ward. 
336 pp. $5.00.

Fr. Murray charges that we are no 
longer a Christian nation. He proves 
how we have drifted from the course 
set by our founding fathers to the non- 
Christian philosophy which  deter- 
mines our actions as a nation today. 
He sees no hope for our greatness or 
leadership in world affairs in our pres- 
ent condition. Since humanism is 
bankrupt apart from grace, and secu- 
larism is tyranny apart from God, 
Murray believes our only hope is a re- 
turn to a recognition that we are a na- 
tion under God. According to Murray, 
only the Catholic Church can lead us 
back to the truths of our forefathers, 
since it alone is the depository of the 
truth and it alone is the true Church 
of Jesus Christ. 

There is nothing wrong with the au- 
thor’s major premise that we are not a 
Christian nation. But we cannot agree 
that the Roman Catholic Church is the 
sole custodian of Christian truth nor 
that its hierarchy is the temporal arm 
of God on earth. 

Murray points out that our founding 
fathers, when composing the Consti- 
tution, believed in objective truth. 
Though coming from different back- 
grounds, they all agreed that we were 
a nation under God. They agreed that 
we were created in the image and like- 
ness of God and that we were men 
who could reason about objective 
truth. And though the framers of the 
Declaration of Independence, and 
later the Constitution, may not have 
appreciated the truth in all of its ful- 
ness, they did agree that it did exist. 

This introduces us to the doctrine of 
Natural Law. Commenting on this 
doctrine, Murray writes: 

“It is sometimes said that one cannot 
accept the doctrine of Natural Law unless 
one has antecedently accepted ‘its Roman 
Catholic presupposition.’ This, of course, 
is quite wrong. The doctrine of Natural 
Law has no Roman Catholic presupposi- 
tion. Its only presupposition is three-fold; 
that man is intelligent; that reality is 
intelligible; and that reality, as grasped by 
intelligence, imposes upon the will the 
obligation that it be obeyed in its demands 
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for action or abstention. Even these state- 
ments are not properly ‘presuppositions,’ 
since they are susceptible of verification. 

First, intelligence can grasp the ethical 
a priori, the first principle of the moral 
consciousness. . . . 

Second, intelligence can grasp the mean- 
ing of ‘good’ and ‘evil’ and therefore know 
what is to be done or avoided in them. . . . 

Third, intelligence with the aid of simple 
reasoning, can know, and know to be 
obligatory, a set of Natural Law principles 
that are derivatives. These, in general, are 
the Ten Commandments, the basic moral 
law of human life, sanctioned by reason, 
and also sanctioned by their inclusion in 
the Jewish and Christian codes.” 

In quoting St. Aquinas, Murray 
points out that when man acts con- 
trary to natural reason and against 
natural virtue he commits sin. Murray 
makes it clear, however, that the Nat- 
ural Law is not a substitute for re- 
demption. 

“(Natural Law) does not show the in- 
dividual the way to sainthood, but only to 
manhood. It does not promise to trans- 
form society into the city of God on earth, 
but only to prescribe, for the purposes of 
law and social custom a minimum of 


morality which must be observed by the 
members of a society, if the social environ- 
ment is to be human and habitable.” 

We can agree with Murray as to the 
basic premise. We might speak of it as 
the providence of God, rather than as 
Natural Law. God has endowed us 
with His image and likeness. He has 
given us of all the other animals the 
unique gift of reason in order that we 
might communicate with Him to know 
His goodness and to know His truth. 
And if it were possible for our minds, 
our emotions and our wills to work in 
harmony with this knowledge and 
goodness, we would have no difficulty 
in fulfilling either the Natural Law of 
Murray or the unfolding providence of 
God as set forth by Augustine and 
Calvin. 

Present evangelical theology, how- 
ever, would differ from Murray in that 
it would emphasize the total depravity 
of man, that man’s mind is an an- 
archy of rebellion. The will, the emo- 
tions and the mind are working against 
each other because together they work 
in rebellion against God. And what is

Miss Weston smiled. In her hand 
she held Susie, the classroom pet—a 
little brown hamster that the children 
had raised from a baby. 

“Yes,” she said stroking the soft 
little creature gently.

Captivating the interest of child and 
parent alike from the first sentences of

Here the simple, 
frank, unembarrassed answers of the 
teacher will prove of tremendous value 
in setting before children reverently 
and clearly the facts of God’s wonder- 
ful plan for babies—animal and hu- 
man. It is this emphasis of His plan 
that makes the discussion of mating, 
pregnancy, birth, breast-feeding and 
weaning so wholesome and natural. 

The chapter entitled “Families” has 
an outstanding contribution to make 
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true of the individual soul is true of 
the corporate soul of society. As a man 
thinketh in his heart, so is he, and 
when these hearts are bound together 
in a society of hearts, corporate re- 
bellion results. 

Murray does not speak as an 
American alone, nor does he merely 
speak as a philosopher. He clearly and 
frankly says he speaks above all as a 
Catholic in whose church the truth of 
God resides. In commenting upon the 
basis from which he writes this book, 
he declares: 

“They are also the reflections of a 
Catholic who, in seeking his answer to the 
civil question, knows that the principles of 
Catholic faith and morality stand superior 
to, and in control of, the whole order of 
civil life. The question is sometimes raised, 
whether Catholicism is compatible with 
American democracy. The question is in- 
valid as well as impertinent; for the man- 
ner of its position inverts the order of 
values. It must, of course, be turned round 
to read, whether American democracy is 
compatible with Catholicism.” 

Since Roman Catholic doctrine be- 
comes the standard of all _ truth, 
whether it be in theology or in poli- 
tics, Murray points out that where, for 
example, the Constitution would come 
in conflict with Catholic thought and 
Catholic interest, Catholic teaching 
takes precedence. For the sake of peace, 
they have to learn to live with what 
they disagree. But the time may come 
when that with which they disagree 
may be changed. Concerning this he 
writes: 

“The Catholic may not, as others do, 
merge his religious and his patriotic faith, 





towards the spiritual education of our 
little ones. In an age when divorce 
and separation are becoming increas- 
ingly prevalent, even among church 
people should marry and live together 
can be led to understand the wisdom 
of God’s plan for the family. Miss 
Clarkson explains, “It is His plan that 
people should marry and live together 
and love each other. . . . He wants fa- 
thers and mothers to raise their chil- 
dren together, helping and loving each 
other all through their lives. . . . And 
while it is fascinating to watch our 
little animal friends have their babies 
and raise their families, it is far bet- 
ter to be people, and live together in 
happy families with fathers and 
mothers and children all together, 
carrying out God’s plan.

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or submerge one in the other. He must 
reckon with his own tradition of thought, 
which is wider and deeper than any that 
America has elaborated. He must. also 
reckon with his own history, which is 
longer than the brief centuries that Ameri- 
ca has lived. At the same time, he must 
recognize that a new problem has been 
put to the universal church by the Ameri- 
can doctrine and project in the matter of 
pluralism, as stated in the First Amend- 
ment.” 

This language is illumined by an il- 
lustration which clarifies Murray’s 
point. 

“The question calls to mind one of the 
more famous among the multitudinous 
queries put by Boswell to Dr. Johnson, 
‘whether it is necessary to believe in all 
the articles.’ The doctor’s answer has an 
applicable point: “Why, sir, that is a ques- 
tion which has been much agitated. Some 
have held it necessary that all be believed. 
Others have considered them to be only 
articles of peace, that is to say, you are not 
to preach against them.” 

To apply this, Murray points out that 
Catholic doctrine is to be believed, 
while the first two Amendments to the 





Constitution are merely not to be 
preached against. 

“These constitutional clauses have no 
religious content. They answer none of the 
eternal human questions with regard to 
the nature of truth and freedom or the 
manner in which the spiritual order of 
man’s life is to be organized or not 
organized. Therefore they are not invested 
with the sanctity that attaches to dogma, 
but only with a rationality that attaches 
to law. Rationality is the highest value of 
law. In further consequence, it is not neces- 
sary to give them a religious assent but 
only a rational civil obedience. In a word, 
they are not articles of faith but articles 
of peace. That is to say, you may not act 
against them, because they are law and 
good law.” 

It would appear from Murray’s com- 
ment that any Amendment of the Con- 
situation can be changed as readily as 
we would change any other law, espe- 
cially if it be in favor of the interests 
of the Church. If such a situation 
should not seem likely, then the 
Church should bide its time and suffer 
in peace. However, if there be a pos- 





DESCRIPTION AND JUDGMENT 


Analysis of 42 Versions 


THE NEW TRANSLATIONS OF THE 
BIBLE. E. H. Robertson. Alec R. 
Allenson. 190 pp. $2.50.

This book is the 12th in a series 
entitled Studies in Ministry and Wor- 
ship which provides “an interdenom- 
inational and international forum for 
the discussion of theoretical and prac- 
tical issues in the life of the Church.” 

By “New Translations,” a some- 
what misleading title, the author 
means those English versions from 
the time of the King James Version 
of 1611. His list includes 42 different 
versions, some of which he only men- 
tions, including Roman Catholic and 
Jewish translations. He makes no pre- 
tense at being complete in his pres- 
entation, realizing that it is entirely 
possible for many important trans- 
lations of the Bible to have escaped 
his notice. 

Robertson’s purpose, which he ac- 
complishes with a great deal of skill, 
is to give a brief history of each 
translation, describe it, quite often 
quote from it (most frequently from 
the Lord’s Prayer in Matthew 6, the 
Magnificat, and I Corinthians 13), 
and render a judgment upon it re- 
garding its value. 

Incorporated into, and _ running 
throughout, the text are some excel- 
lent principles of translation. Es- 


pecially interesting and profitable in 
this connection is the transcription 
of a discussion between J. B. Phillips 
and E. V. Rieu. The book also con- 
tains a select bibliography for a more 
serious and detailed study of the saga 
and English translations. 

The major criticisms against “The 
New Translations” are two: First, 
Robertson seems more interested in 
the British translations than those of 
American scholars. For example, he 
merely alludes to the American Stand- 
ard Version in his extensive discus- 
sion of the English Revised, and he 
makes no mention at all of the trans- 


lations of C. B. Williams or Kenneth 
* Wuest. 


Secondly, the author devotes too 
many pages to comparatively minor 
versions while neglecting serious treat- 
ment of the more important works. 
For examiple, he gives a chapter to 
E. V. Rieu’s translation of the four 
gospels, but less than two pages to 
the American Standard Version. He 
also devotes an entire chapter to a 
review of Schonfield’s The Authentic 
New Testament, while scarcely men- 
tioning other more significant Jewish 
translations, including that committee 
translation published in 1917 by 
the Jewish Publication Society of 
America, “which, transcending the 
others in its merit, has become a de 
facto authorized Bible of English- 
speaking Jews.” 
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sible change, the Church should work 
in the interests of this change. 

Since the Catholic Church is a re- 
pository of divine truth, Murray feels 
he is on firm ground in believing that 
the Church alone is the only institu- 
tion that can bring American thought 
back to its position under God. Secu- 
larism can’t do it because it does not 
believe in God. Humanism is not in- 
terested because it can get along with- 
out God. Evangelical Protestantism, 
though it firmly believes in God, and 
is interested in a nation under God, 
feels that the world is going to hell, 
so why bother? Liberal Protestantism 
does not know what it believes and 
therefore hasn’t anything really con- 
structive to offer. And thus, the only 
real institution left is the Catholic 
Church and Catholic doctrine. 

Murray fears the “open society of 
American Pluralism.” 

“Open Society today faces the question, 
how open can it afford to be, and still re- 
main a society; how many barbarians can 
it tolerate, and still remain civil, how many 
‘idiots’ can it include (in the classical 
Greek sense of the private person who does 
not share in the public thought of the 
City) and still have a public life; how 
many idioms alien to one another, can it 
admit, and still allow the possibility of 
civil conversation?” 

Needless to say, Murray feels we have 
reached our limit If: we continue, we 
face nothing but chaos. 

If, in reading this book, we can hold 
our Protestant prejudice in abeyance 
and consider the main thesis which 
Father Murray presents, the encroach- 
ing advance of humanism and secu- 
larism on our Christian heritage, and 
the dilemma which faces us as Prot- 
estants as well as Catholics, this 
volume ought to alert us from our in- 
difference stupor. And we, especially 
as evangelical Protestants, ought to 
take seriously the havoc which we our- 
selves are causing by failing to wield 
our influence in the public affairs of 
our land.

of what the well-nurtured child of 
Christian parents must be taught. The 
great truths of Christian doctrine must 
be imparted to him, and that at a 
very early age if they are to become 
meaningful, to be woven into the very 
warp and woof of his being. This 
presents no easy task for the Christian 
parent; and good books on the sub- 
ject are so rare as to be practically 
non-existent. 

Ken Taylor, an early editor of HIS 
Magazine, for many years now the 
director of Moody Press, an earnest 
Sunday school worker and father of 
ten children, has come up with a little 
book on doctrine that no Christian 
parent can afford to be _ without. 
Devotions for The Children’s Hour 
is within the reach of the most modest 
budget. Its 15 short chapters, preceded 
by a note to Mother and Dad, cover 


all the basic truths of Christian doc- 
trine in the language and concept of 
children aged anywhere from 7 to 11 
or 12. Each little chat, just long 
enough for an after-supper or bedtime 
family reading, covers one topic in a 
practical and _ surprisingly pertinent 
manner, ends with a follow-up refer- 
ence for further reading if desired, 
three or four review questions, a short 
prayer, and a suggested hymn to sing. 
“Who Is God?”; “The Father, The 
Son and The Holy Spirit”; “Where 
was Jesus Before He was Born?”— 
these are but a few of the topics dealt 
with in a manner I have never seen 
excelled anywhere in the field of 
Christian education. Parents and 
teachers would do well to make its 
early acquaintance, and to put it to 
serious and faithful use among their 
little ones. 





BIOGRAPHY OF A VERSATILE SCOT 


The Blind Man Who Saw 


THE BLIND SEER: George Matheson. 
John Crew Tyler. Philosophical Li- 
brary. 175 pp. $4.75.

Like Helen Keller, George Mathe- 
son the blind preacher of Edinburgh 
has rebuked many coward hearts and 
inspired a multitude by his boundless 
sanguineness and quenchless hopeful- 
ness. These qualities he recognized 
as the gift of God to him, and with 
them he served his own generation 
according to the will of God. Wrote 
the most perceptive religious journal- 
ist of his time: “George Matheson, 
we verily believe, was potentially the 
greatest man given to the Scottish 
Churches since the days of Dr. Chal- 
mers. He was a great orator, a 
powerful thinker, a man born with 
the instinct of scholarship, a master 
of expression, overflowing with love 
and vehement ardour, and dauntless 
courage. . . . He did great things, but 
the greatest of all was the living of 
his life.” 

Dr. Tyler’s book attempts an eval- 
uation of Matheson’s contribution to 
the thought of his time in his Ap- 
proach to Religion, in his Theism and 
in what the author designates his 
System of Christian Theology. These 
three chapters tend to be academic 
and merely of historical interest, for 
they are dated by issues which have 
altered their complexion with the 
passing years. Quite the gem of the 
book is Chapter 5, which deals with 
Matheson as a preacher. 


When George Matheson preached, 
his eyes were open. He seemed to 
have a penetrating eye. Some of his 
friends indeed imagined that “he not 
only saw them, but saw _ through 
them.” After a different fashion from 
his great contemporary in Edinburgh, 
Dr. Alexander Whyte, he also ex- 
celled in studies of Bible characters. 
He entitled his volumes “The Repre- 
sentative Men of the Bible,” for he 
reckoned these men and women to 
be themselves “creative works of art 
portrayed by the great Creator.” Each 
character sketch reaches its climax in 
rapturous prayer. Since his great gift 
was imaginative insight and _ vision, 
prayer was the breath of the preacher’s 
soul. His congregation confessed to 
a “consciousness of overhearing a soul 
unburdening itself before its God.” 
And yet, with all the pronounced orig- 
inality of his thought, the copious- 
ness of his speech, and the variety 
of his imagery, “there was no trum- 
peting of self in any shape or form.” 

Indebted to his own weakness 
Matheson confessed himself to be just 
like the Apostle Paul. Matheson’s two 
great hymns are “O Love That Wilt 
Not Let Me Go” (and the author 
discredits the popular supposition that 
a broken engagement to be married 
has anything to do with the sharp 
disappointment the author had _ suf- 
fered) and that other one, so char- 
acteristically full of contrasts and par- 
adoxes, “Make Me a Captive, Lord.” 
Matheson’s best books are his char- 
acter studies and the devotional books 
flashing with insight, vibrant with 
courage and faith.

Question: What about medical missions 
in Nigeria? 

Dr. Koop: This is the only place 
where I saw missions interested in 
public health. One of the missionary’s 
biggest ‘frustrations is seeing his pa- 
tients return repeatedly to the things 
that bring upon themselves the same 
old medical problems. 

The Southern Baptists in Nigeria 
have started a program that goes back 
to the core of the difficulties—sani- 
tation and nutritional instruction in 
the villages. 

Question: Isn’t it true that some peo- 
ple feel that medical missions are 
merely a device to save souls and that 
public health would not fit into this 
purpose? 

Dr. Koop: I am sure that the love 
and compassion of Christ is in any 
effort of a Christian physician. But 
when you get right down to the saving 
of souls this is done by communi- 
cation with an individual. This can 
be done just as well by an agricultur- 
ist as it can by a teacher, as it can by 
a public health officer. 

For example, I went out into the 
town of Ogbomosho with the Southern 
Baptist. There are rows of mud dwell- 
ings on things that roughly resemble 
streets. We entered into one of these 
mud dwellings. In the extremely 
poorly lighted interior we squatted on 
the floor and talked to the mother and 
an older sister. A young child who 
was suffering from severe malnutrition 
had been picked up by a national 
Christian nurse two or three days be- 
fore. In this environment there was 
an excellent opportunity to present the 
gospel, because in the home, you can 
talk to the whole family and you can 
present them with something that is 
more lasting than just medicine. From 
the point of view of contacting whole 
families for Christ, a public health 
ministry is far better than surgery or 
medicine. 

Question: What about the methodol- 
ogy of certain hospitals which herd 
patients into a room and they must 
listen to a gospel message before get- 
ting any medical attention? 

Dr. Koop: On one occasion I saw a 
group of patients, many of them Mos- 
lems and some in _ obvious pain, 
crowded into a room. They could not 
get out and they could not see a doc- 
tor until they heard a gospel message 
in their own language. 

Question: What do you think of this 
method? 

Dr. Koop: I think it creates a barrier 
to accepting the message that would be 
difficult to overcome. 

Question: Did you talk to any of the 
doctors about it?

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Dr. Koop: There is a difference of 
opinion. The older men feel that this 
is just so much a part of the estab- 
lished method that there is no thought 
of changing it. Many of the younger 
men seem to share my own feeling 
that this is not productive in winning 
men to Christ and it certainly might 
have just the opposite effect. 
Question: How do you think a Chris- 
tian message should be presented in 
mission hospitals? 
Dr. Koop: Certainly the presentation 
of the gospel should be made in love, 
voluntarily and not force-fed. The use 
of Christian nationals as evangelists 
is not only sound but ties the indigenous 
church to the mission. 
Question: Let’s talk about Ghana for 
a moment. We’ve heard conflicting 
reports about that new nation. 
Dr. Koop: Well Ghana represents one 
of the major challenges in reference 
to this non-professional missionary 
opportunity. My own interest in this 
goes back to the time that Dr. Barn- 
house went to Ghana and met with 
President Nkrumah. Shortly after that 
I began corresponding with proper 
officials in the Ministry of Health and 
with Nkrumah himself in reference to 
establishing a medical college that 
would have a Christian impact on 
Ghana. It soon became obvious that 
funds from private sources would not 
be forthcoming and the only thing 
that remained to be done was to have 
Ghana apply to the United States for 
an I.C.A. grant for a medical school. 
Our government has surveyed the sit- 
uation and might well establish a med- 
ical school in Ghana for Ghanaians 
and other Africans. 
Question: How well could a member 
of the medical faculty have a Chris- 
tian witness in such a land as Ghana? 
Dr. Koop: There is no doubt that 
Nkrumah leans very definitely towards 
Communism, although Ghana cannot 
be classified as a Communist puppet 
nation. 

When one is in Ghana for a short 
period of time he has the feeling that 
he is in a totalitarian state. The atti- 


‘tude of the newspapers and the un- 


dercurrent of feeling from taxi drivers 
and hotel employees that anything that 
they say might be held against them 
and lead to five years detention, is 
very obvious. However, if the United 
States does not take over the operation 
of a medical school there, at least 
three or possibly four countries, all 
of them Communist, are most anxious 
to do so. If our country does do it and 
Christian physicians do not find their 
way into this faculty, one of the ma- 
jor opportunities for a Christian wit- 
ness will have been lost. 

It’s a challenge because it’s going to 
take a very dedicated kind of Chris- 
tian to put up with the type of edu- 
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cational and political frustration that 
will be imposed upon anybody who 
works in that capacity. 

Question: What were some of the 
would be needed? 

Dr. Koop: These would have to be 
the same type of people that Mak- 
erere has gathered around it. They 
would have to be specialists in the 
pre-clinical sciences, as well as in clin- 
ical subjects. 

Question: What were some of the 
things you saw that you would like to 
see changed? 

Dr. Koop: One was the practice of 
forcing patients to listen to the gospel 
before they received any medical at- 
tention. 

Second was the siesta by medical 

personnel from 12:00 until 2:30, 
while the patients who were screened 
in the morning sit unattended for 2% 
hours. 
Question: What is the reason for this? 
Dr. Koop: A reason given is to save 
the missionary’s health. I talked to 
one young doctor and he said when 
he just came out there and saw that 
crowd of people waiting for him he 
just couldn’t comfortably take a si- 
esta, so he went back, and he was 
taken to task by the old-timers who 
said, “These people don’t feel bad 
about waiting.” 

Third was the tendency on the part 
of some non-denominational mission- 
aries not only to build kingdoms of 
their own, but to be competitive with- 
in their own missions. 

Question: What do you mean by 
“competitive within their own mis- 
sion?” 

Dr. Koop: Well I saw three medical 
works in one community. If these 
three operations were combined, it 
would mean a considerable saving of 
money and personnel, but one hos- 
pital is the work of one man and the 
next one is the work of a second man 
and the other is the work of a third 
man, and so they are kept separate. 

Fourth was the tendency of some 
mission boards to feel that only four 
kinds of people are called to the mis- 
sion field—doctors, teachers, nurses 
and ministers. So doctors make bricks, 
nurses drive trucks, teachers repair 
typewriters and ministers try to make 
a deisel engine run a generator. One 
of the great needs in all of these ma- 
jor mission enterprises is for techni- 
cal help. I don’t see any point in mak- 
ing medical missionaries build their 
own hospitals. 

Fifth is the failure to put the sick 
missionary in the same hospital with 
the sick national. At times a mission- 
ary should be in a private room or a 
semi-private room but this should be 
on the basis of his medical need ra- 
ther than on the basis of the fact that 
he is a missionary.

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When Life Seems Backward 


By CHARLES W. CONN 


IF YOU were to cast your boat afloat in the headwaters of the Missouri 
River, far in the mountains of Montana, and flow with the stream to 
its end, you would eventually flow into the Gulf of Mexico. There 
would be many times when you would seriously doubt that the river 
would take you so far south, for sometimes you would be headed north 
or east or west. As you drifted north toward Canada, you would despair 
of reaching the Gulf of Mexico. When you flowed mile after mile 
straight west, you might reasonably doubt the accuracy of one who told 
you the river would lead to the Gulf. 

As you turned directly into the rising sun in the east, to follow the 
river across the state of Missouri, you would feel sure, after hundreds 
of eastward miles, that you would never reach your desired destination. 
Your doubts would increase as you turned farther away to follow the 
northeastern sweep of the river. Then quite suddenly you would flow 
into the conflux of the Missouri and the mighty Mississippi and turn 
abruptly southward. From then on you would know certainly that you 
were headed for the Gulf and would eventually reach your goal. 

All the time you were headed south—even when for the moment you 
were going north or east or west. They were only necessary turns you 
had to accept if you wanted to reach your goal. I once lived on the 
Missouri River at a place where it flowed directly westward. If I did not 
know better, and never saw more of the river than that one stretch, 
it would be difficult to convince me that it actually led to the south. By 
seeing only one short stretch of the river, I would have made the false 
conclusion that it led to the Pacific Ocean; it is only by following the 
stream, either actually or by tracing its course on a map that you can 
believe it leads to the Gulf. 

This helps us to understand the course of a Christian life. How can 
we accurately judge the outcome of it if we do not follow it to the end? 
By looking at only one portion of it, we may decide that it is hard or 
difficult. Do you not see that there are necessary reverses and dis- 
appointments for you if you are to reach your goal? 

Often the grace of God seemingly will lead you exactly opposite to 
your desired goal. God’s love for you will often cause Him to answer 
your prayer contrary to the way you desire. The result may be that 
you will despair and fret because all goes wrong in your life. Do not 
do it! Life will not be all wrong, it will be all right. 

How glorious it will be when we come to the end of a triumphant life 
and realize that the adverse turns and discouraging circumstances we 
hated so much along the way were only a part of the divine channel 
that led to our goal. To avoid these seemingly backward turns is to miss 
the goal of life. To follow them is ultimately to reach our victor’s crown. 
How abased we will be at the end of life, if we abandon our Christian 
course during some period of disappointment only to find that what 
discouraged us was only a delay or reversal necessary to lead us to our 
heavenly goal. 

Above all, we must remember Paul’s assurance that “all things work 
together for good to them that love God, to them who are the called 
according to his purpose” (Romans 8:28). 

To become discouraged by a few contrary circumstances, or by a 
period when things go exactly opposite to the way we want them to, is 
as erroneous as for a person to refuse to believe that the Missouri 
River is headed for the Gulf of Mexico even when it flows north toward 
Canada, west toward the Pacific, or east toward the Atlantic. When 
we get to heaven we will see that we were on the way there all the 
time—and the way was the will of God!
